But It Is Not Thought There Will Be 
Much of a Contest for the Place. 
Yturbide’s Club Troubla 


Washington, November 29.—(Special.)— 
Two democratic members in congress stood 
in front of a picture of ex-Speaker Crisp, 
which hangs in the house corridor, yester- 
day and speculated upon the leadership of 
the minority in this congress and the next, 
The well-known features of the late dem-« 
ocratic leader are well depicted in oll, 
and the picture occupies a conspicuous 
place in the gallery of ex-speakers, imme- 
diately in the rear of the speaker’s desk. 
There was a crepe sash and a white rib- 
bon bow attached, hanging at the side of 
the gilt frame, and while standing before 
the mournful reminder of the 
comrade the following conversation is re- 
ported in one of the Washington papers to 
have taken place: 

“We have now no one on our side of the 
house to take his place,’’ remarked one 
congressman. 

“No; he possessed qualities of leadership 
that few of the present members on our 
side can boast of,”’ said the other congress- 
man, 

“I suppose McMillin, of Tennessee, will 
be put forward for the place, but he is too 
erratic,’””’ added No. 1. 

“Then there is Bailey, of Texas. I sup- 
pose he will try his hand at leadership,” 
suggested No. 2. 

“Slim Jim Richardson, of Tennessee, Is 
about the best presiding officer of the lot, 
and he will not stand back and let McMil- 
lin carry off the honors,’ said No. 1. 

“Judge Culberson is one of the ablest 
men we have on our side now, but when 
it comes to action he is outclassed by all 
of the men we have mentioned,” continued 
No. 2. 

“If Judge Turner, of Georgia, was right 
on the money question he might do for 
the short session,’’ said No. 1. 

*“‘But the fact that he will not be a mem- 
ber of the next house stands in his way.” 

Thus the speculation and comment went 
on between the two congressmen until 
nearly every eligible man on the democrat- 
ic side was mentioned, and they could not 
agree upon the successor to Judge Crisp. 
It is probable that the contest will be be- 
tween McMillin and Richardson.

The social sensation of Washington for 
the past six months has been the expulsion 
of Prince Yturbide from the Metropolitan 
Club, growing out of the sending of anony- 
mous letters to various ladies in Washing- 
ton society.

England Increases the Force at Cape 
of Good Hope and in Natal. 
London, November 29.—Silently, if not se- 
cretly, the English government has raised 
the forces at the Cape of Good Hope from 

under 2,000 men to over 5,000. 

The ordinary force at the cape was a bat- 
tation of infantry and a detachment of ar- 
tillery. Since the Boer trouble broke out, 
drafts from India, supposed to be going 
home, have gradually been stopped at the 
cape, and a number of them have been 
sent on to Natal. . 

There are now at Cape Town and in 
camp at Winburg five infantry battalions, 
two horse artillery battalions and a large 
force of garrison artillery. 

In Natal, which a year ago was denuded 
of troops, there are ‘two regiments of cav- 
alry, two detachments of field artillery, one 
of ‘horse artillery and one battalion of in- 
fantry. 

The Transvaal government is restless and 
concerned under this increase of British 
preparations, which are ostensibly based 
on the necessity of meeting contingencies 
in Rhodesia. The relations between the 
Boer government and England are prac- 
tically those of continuous mutual distrust 
and latent enmity.

HOPE HAS BEEN ALMOST ABANDONED 


| At 2 O’clock Thig Morning He Rallied 
Temporarily and the Physicians 
Now Feel More Encouraged. — 


Covington, Ga., November 30,—(Special.)— 
Colonel Bob Hardeman was somewhat bet- 
ter at 3 o’clock this morning. 

While his condition is precarious and the 
outcome still extremely uncertain, yet the 
attending physicians expressed a hope this 
morning for the first time in three days 
that he might get well. From the peculiar 
form of his disease, however, it is well 
night impossible to give any forecast of 
the outcome by his present symptoms. 

Yesterday he was conscious almost the 
, entire day and recognized his wife and 
daughter at his bedside. , 

About dusk, however, the relapsed into 
unconsciousress again, but at 2 o’clock this 
morning he rallied and was in a gemi- 
conscious state. 

Drs. Hunter P., Cooper, of Atlanta: W. W. 
Evans and A, G. Haygood, of Covington, 
are constantly in attendance at his bedside. 
He is Hable to pass away at almost any 
moment. 

Colonel Hardeman is suffering from a 
serious attack of Bright’s disease. 

When taken sick twelve days ago he 
had contractéd pneumonia and later bron- 
chitis. Both have now given way to 
Bright’s disease, the most fatal condition 
of which is uraemic poison, which appear- 
ed Saturday and accounts for the colonel’s 
very low condition. 

This poison, however, has begun to dis- 
appear and it is based on thls that the 
physicians have slight hopes of recovery. 
The sick man is unconscious most of the 
time, which is regarded as a bad indica- 
tion. 

One of the attending physicians made the 
following statement at 2:30 o'clock this 
morning: 

“We regard Colonel Hardeman to be 
a little better.

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LI HUNG CHANG TO BE PUNISHED 


————— 


Grand Old Man of China Took a Trip 
Into the Palace Park. 

San Francisco, November 29.—(Special 
Correspondence of the Southern Associated 
Press.)—Tokio, November 16—The grand old 
man of China, whose return to Peking 
was expected to be the signal for his restl- 
tution to power and honor, is now in the 
hands of the board of punishment awaiting 
the infliction of a penalty. 

It appears that some one suggested to 
him the pleasure of a little trip into the 
palace park, which lies in the immediate 
vicinity of his lodging in Peking. He in- 
nocently adopted the suggestion and was 
carried through an unfrequented part of 
‘the park in his court chair, the keeper 
and eunechs bowing obsequiously to him 
as he passed. 

The next day he received an official inti- 
Wation that he had been guilty of a breach 
of etiquette and was to be “handed over” 
for punishment. The incident is said to 
have led to a sharp dispute between the 
emperor and the empress dowager, who 
has always been his warm patroness. It 
has also evoked some thoughtless remarks 
from local foreign journals, which regard 
Li’s treatment an insult to the crowns and 
potentates by whom he was received on 
his recent tour and which go even go far 
as to suggest that a protest should be 
lodged by the foreign representatives in 
Peking, as if foreign interference in such a 
matter is justified on any pretext. 

Some embarrassment exists with regard 
to the revised treaty between Japan and 
Germany. The treaty provides that from 
the date of the exchange of ratifications 
German subjects shall enjoy the privileges 
conferred by the Japanese laiw of patents, 
trade marks and designs. But no provision 
has been made with reference to the ad- 
ministration of the law. Punitive ¢lauses 
are, of course, embodied in the law and 
should be inflicted against any one gullty 
of infraction. But the German consular 
courts have no competence to enforce the 
observance of such a law and the Japanese 
courts will not acquire jurisdiction over 
Germans until 1899, when the revision 
treaty is to go into operation. In practice 
the commission is of no great consequence 
since German subjects are most un- 
likely to violate Japanese patents of trade- 
marks. But the affair will probably in- 
volve the resignation or recall of the vis- 
count Aoki, the Japanese minister in Ber- 
lin. The Japanese diet is convoked for its 
tenth session on December 22d.

Bombay, November 29.—A dispatch from 
Baroda, capital of the state of that name, 
gives the details of a fatal accident which 
occurred there tonight.

“Ten minutes—Condition about the same. 
Pulse rapid and pains in wrists and slight 
pain in region of heart. Hand trembies. A 
feeling of dullness with more pain in all 
parts of the body. Will keep up this de- 
scription of effects as long as _ possible. 
Hope it will be of use to medical science. 
Eyes show change. A feeling of drowsi- 
ness coming on. Sort of a feeling of in- 
toxication, accompanied by slight fever. 

“Twenty minutes—Pain increasing. - A 
slight perspiration started. Am_ getting 
sleepy. Have a sort of numb feeling and 
no pain.” 

The last few sentences were scarcely leg- 
ible, so unsteady had the writer's hand 
become, and although he attempted to 
write a few more lines, it could not be made 
out. 

The clothing of the suicide is of good 
material, and the police think that he 
may be well connected. No money was 
found. He was about thirty years of age, 
five feet nine inches tall and weighed 
about 150 pounds. He was smooth shaven: 
had brown hair and blue eyes. =

“Then if he stopped to think the 
editor made a remark to the other shear 
man across the desk that another ‘“‘jay’’ 
had broken into the Alabama legislature. 
The jay, you know, is the term a city man 
applies to a man who has not entirely 
forgotten the Ten Commandments and holds 
in dim memory the lesson learned at a 

-fearing mother’s knee.. The jay’s whis- 
kers may be long enough to tie around 
hig neck and he may wear high-heel and 
blue-top boots, but he has not yet con- 
serited in his mind that moral law ‘Ys as 
dead as the pandects, and that common 
decency requires the observavance of cer- 
tain rules laid down when our ancestors 
all believe in God and also believed that the 
fires of hell were as hot as those under.a 
steamboat boiler going against a Missis- 
'sippi river current. Advancing thought (7) 
and ‘higher criticism’ have made the plare 
of eternal torment to be a picnic 
ground ora place no worse than a 
railroad junction in the country where 
the passenger stops for only a few hours 
‘and is then hauled away in an upholstered 
coach to some city of eternal delight. 

‘‘Now the proposal of a law like that in- 
dicated in the above probably excited a 
smile on the face of every man that read 
the article, and every woman, too. But 
there is a force behind it all that this Ala- 
bama legislator saw when he offered his 
bill. Of course, the law may excite ridicule 
but if people will not from self-respect 
conform to the ethical rules of life proba- 
bly a little legislation would do no harm. 

“The standard of morality is changing. 
and it is a change that will involve the 
destruction of human society as it is now 
formed. In the middle of the seventeenth. 
century the wave of vice swept over Eng- 
land. It was the reaction from the ex- 
tremes of the days of Ctomwell. The 
Dutch invasion checked the forces of the 
immoral movement. It asserted itself again 
in the eighteenth century, but was broken 
by the example of the awful excesses of the 
. French revolution. In Europe the court 

sets the moral pace for the nation. Queen 
Victoria is a model woman and a Christian 
but her oldest son has set a pace which is 
that followed by his crowd, many of whom 
have been exposed and others sent to jail. 

“In America the moral tone is set by 
the stage. If this proposition be too sweep- 
ing it is at least true that no other institu- 
tion or set of people so set the pace in this 
country as do the theaters and those behind 
the footlights. The theater is not wholly 
at fault, for if patronage were withdrawn 

ause of the toughness of the play the 
play would be shelved. But it is a fact that 
many more plays are shelved because they 
are not nasty than are plays abandoned be- 
cause they are impure. 

*“Take for instance the modern society 
drama. Its motif is a skeleton ina family, 
a divorce or a violation of the marriage 
contract by either the husband or wife and 
sometimes by both. Take the light opera 
that is successful. Its principal claim to 
popularity ig an anatomical display. The 
‘Black Crook’ sowed the dragon’s teeth. 
Now the offspring has become so gross 
that the ‘Black Crook’ no longer is a draw- 
ing card. No Diana can win favor behind 
footlights and Venus de Milo or ‘Medici does 
not succeed near so well as Aphrodite. To 
say, for instance, that such organizations 
as the Bostonians are to come under the 
ban would be unjust to them. To assert 
that mén like Irving, Jefferson, James and 
Warde are assisting in lowering the stand- 
ard of morals would be absurd, but Jeffer- 
son made his fortune when people would 
lynch a may for staging the ‘Clemenceau 
Case;' Irving is something of a fad and 
neither James nor Warde is a great money- 
maker, because each adheres to the legiti- 
mate. Nordica comes to Memphis to sing 
in a concert. She is the greatest American 
soprano. She was surrounded by splendid 
artists. All appeared in evening costumes. 
We all knew this was to be and the box 
office receipts were not equal by far to the 
capacity of the house.

EX-SECRETARY FOSTER HOME. 


Ohioan Says Hawaiian Island Ought 
To Be Annexed. 
Chicago, November 29.—John W. Foster, 
ex-secretary of state, and Mrs. Foster ar- 
rived in Chicago yesterday On their way 
to their home in Washington from Hono- 
lulu. They spent a littie more than two 
weeks on the tslands and Mr. Foster’s ob- 
servations confirmed the belief which he 
promulgated as premier of President Har- 
rison’s cabinet, that annexation by the 
United States is the duty of this govern- 
ment. 
“The present Hawaiian administration 
is waiting for the inauguration of Presi- 
dent McKinley to make another effort to 
have the islands annexed,” sald Mr. 
Foster. “The canstitution under which the 
people of the islands are living at present 
has annexation as one of the main things 
to be striven for. 
‘The islands were never in a more pros- 
perous condition than at present. They 
are prospering in a business way because 
the last sugar crop was an exceptionally 
good one and the administration of Presi- 
dent Dole is the best that the people ever 
had. 
“It is recognized that the ultimate. fate 
of the islands, if they are not-amnexed to 
the United States, will be annexation by 
some other of the areat powers. It will 
be impossible fcr the islands to govern 
themselves successfully for any length of 
time by the reason of the clash between 
the different elements, citizens and royal- 
ists and natives and foreigners. One thing 
is settled, and that is that the queen will 
neve’r rule ‘again or the monarchy be re- 
stored. So it remains for the United States 
to act without delay or some other nation 
will assume power in the Hawaiian 
islands.’’ 


PUT ON GOVERNMENT HANDS. 


Union Pacific with Its Immense Debt 
May Change Owners. 
Denver, Col., November 29.—Receiver 
Trumbull, of the Gulf railroad, admitted 
yesterday that the purpose of the visit 
of General Granville M. Dodge to Colora- 
do was to look over the system with a view 
to preparing at once to take the various 
lines of the Gulf system out of the hands 
of the court. 
The Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf, the 
Denver, Leadville and Gunnison, the Che- 
yenne and Northern, the Denver and Pa- 
cific, the Denver, Texas and Fort Worth 
and the Colorado Central railroads will be 
joined into one compact system. 

It is said to be an open secret in railroad 
circles that General Dodge and other large 
holders of Union Pacific stock and bonds 
have gfven up all hope of passing the Pa- 
cific funding bill. 

The Union Pacific with its immense débt 
will be thrown on the hands of the gov- 
ernment and all of the branches are now 
fighting for separate corporate existence. 


Well-Known Conneticut Physician 
Passes Away. 

Hartford, Conn., November 29.—Dr. Pink- 
ney Webster Ellsworth, one of the best 
known physicians of the city and a son 
of ex-Governor William Ellsworth, died 
at his home here this morning. He had 
been in failing health for some time and 
his death was not unexpected. 

Dr. Ellsworth was born in this city De- 
cember 5, 1814, and for the last fifty 
years rad practiced medicine. His grand- 
father, Oliver Ellsworth, was at cne time 
chief justice of the United States supreme 
court. 


ONE HUNDRED AND ONE YEARS 


Mrs. Sarah Annis Dies After a Cen- 
tury of Life. 

Worcester, Mass., November 29.—Mrsa. 
Sarah Annjs died today, aged 101 years 
five months and twenty-three days.

GERMANY SENDS BAB WINES TO AMERICA 


Christian Socialist Congress Was @ 
Fallure—International Bimetal- 
lic Agreement Wanted. 


Berlin, November 29.—The very latest ad- 
vices received here from 8t. Petersburg 
through official channels confirm the ane 
ports contained in yesterday's dispatche 
of the United-American Presses of coming 
changes in the administration of the affairs 
ef the Russian empire, and attest the cor- 
rectness of the appointments mentioned as 
about to be made. 

The advices, however, discredit the re- 
ports of an Anglo-Russian entente. 

The view of the situation in Russta most 
generally taken in official quarters here is 
that the czar has not yet acquired confi- 
dence in himself or in any particular min- 
ister sufficient to warrant him in venturing 
upon a change in the foreign policy estab- 
lished by the late minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Prince Lobanoff, and that for some 
time to come the foreign policy in force 
in Russia must necessarily be tentative. 
In the meantime the influence of M. 
Nelidoff, the Russian ambassador to Tur- 
key and an aspirant to the foreign minis- 
try, is dominant, which is regarded here 
as implying a continuation of Russia’s pro- 
tection of the sultan, her absolute rejection 
of all schemes for Buropean interference in 
Turkey, financial or otherwise, and the ac- 
tion of Russia in the capacity of tutor to 
the sultan to the end of his reliance upon 
Rugsia until the sultan of the Ottoman 
empire shall become practically a vassal 
of the czar. This view is taken a3 an e€x- 
planation of the fact that the scheme of 
M. Hanotaux, French minister of foreign 
affairs, for the readjustment of Turkish 
finances has been rejected by Russia. Con- 
cerning this scheme, the inspired St. Peters- 
burg Vieodomost! frankly says: 

“The French proposal to add a Russian 
representative to the board of commission- 
ers of the Ottoman debt would be dearly 
bought by the sacrifice of Russia’s present 
exclusive control of Constantinople. The 
lead taken by the late Prince Lobanoff has 
been followed by M. Nelidoff, who has suc- 
ceeded in wiping out every European in- 
ficence in Turkey. With England set aside, 
the dreibund nowhere and the czar lord 
paramount at the Yildiz kiosk, why should 
Russia do anything, when inetead 
of venturing upon war she will be able 
to Gispose at her pleasure all of the re- 
sources of Turkey and garrison the forts 
of the Dardanelles at will, and use the 
name of the sultan as caliph in operating 
upon the mosiems in Egypt and.India."’, 

The Novoe Vremya, another inspired St. 
Petersburg journal, in an article expressing 
some views says: - 

“The policy of Russia is not to support 
the action of the other powers, but to en- 
force her own will. No matter what mas- 
sacres of Armenian and other Christians 
may occur, the isolated action of Russia is 
a practical reality.’’ 

The Berlin government is fully aware 
that this is the policy of Russia, and is 
holding aloof while awaiting developments, 
Germany knowing well that Austria is 
ready to strike at an opportune moment to 
check the ascendancy of Russia in Turkey. 
The sum of the present position is that 
the porte backed by Russia will continue 
to play its old game of delusive reforms 
with impunity. 

Artificially Prepared Wines. 

Commenting upon the enormous exports 
from Germany to the United States of arti- 
ficially prepared wines, and inferior spirits 
and beers, The Berlin Neueste Nachrichten 
says that since the passage of the wine 
act by the reichsiag in April, 1892, in re 
gard to the adulteration of wines and alco- 
holic beverages, immense quantities of 
liquors have been brought Into the market 
under tre rame of wines, at such low prices 
as to prove it impossible that they could 
have been prepared in accordance with the 
law. 

A certain Rhentsh firm, the paper says, 
sells annually thovsands of casks of wine 
in the composition of which there cannot 
possibly be anything beyond a merely nom- 
inal percentage of grape wine, and vuther 
instances of the production of absolutely 
artificlal wines might be given to the ex- 
haustion of the capacity of our columrs. 

The congress of the Christian socialists, 
which has been in progress at Erfurt for 
several days, attracted considerable at- 
tention at the opening of its sittings on 
Monday last, but all interest in the pro- 
ceecings died out as the gaseous and im- 
practical character of the speeches of the 
delegates became apparent. Pastor Nau- 
mann, who has now entirely disassociated 
himself from Dr. Stoecker, formerly court 
chaplain and the head and front of Chris- 
tian socialigts, delivered a long and ram- 
bling speech advocating the founding of a 
new church, which should be free from 
dogma. The Christian soctalists, he said, 
would yet march shoulder to shoulder with 
the social democrats in support of a sys- 
tem of \universal conscription, an increase 
of the German fleet and the policy of 
German colonial expansion. The impres- 
sion left by the congress is that the Chris- 
tian social party will never attain political 
importance, there being no unity of opinion 
within its ranks. Most of the resolutions 
adopted were passed by the same vote—54 
against 41. 

The Communications which have passed 
between the Berlin and Lisbon governments 
in regard to the report that Great Britain 
was negotiating with Portugal with a view 
of obtaining control of the Delagoa Bay 
railway have resulted in a denial on the 
part of the Portuguese government that 
any step was being taken in that direction 
and the discovery that the report origin- 
ated in Pretoria, the capital of the Trans- 
vaal republic. Concerning this report the 
Neueste Nachrichten asserted that through

ments of Germany and Frame to secure 
the neutrality of Delagoa Bay. 


McKinley’s Election Discussed. 

The executive committee of the German 
bimetallic union has issued a circular dn re- 
gard to the election of McKinley to the 
presidency of the United States which 
Says that some German Timetallists were of 
the opinion that the election of Bryan 
would have shown the European states 
how ‘he free coinage of silver in America 
alone would have been & menace to the trade 
of the world. Now that McKinley is elect- 
ed the circular adds, the German bimetal- 
lists expect an international bimetallic 
agreement upon a reasonable basis which 
Germany must support. 

The editor of the Frankfurter Zeitung 
has been fined 200 marks for refusing to re- 
veal the source of the information which 
he published in his paper in regard to the 
increase of the government’s military bud- 
get and the editor has given notice of his 
intention to appeal from the judgment of 
the court. The case has decided the gov- 
ermment to maintain the clause in the code 
of procedure proposals now before the reich- 
stag making evidence in press prosecu- 
tions obligatory, despite the fact that it 
was recently announced that it was the in- 
tention of the government to abandon the

Our house was looted 
of everything, and our flag torn down and 
trampled under foot. I am sure this cannot 
go on much longer. Sincerely yours, 

“*M, J. GLEASON.’ 

“Secretary Olney,” continued Mr. Hager- 
nian, “is reported as saying that American 
women were not attacked in Constanti- 
nople. That is true. The Turks had orders 
not to attack “women in that city. They 
did not spare them, however, in Armenia. 
My sister's house in Haskeny was looted. 
It is near Miss Gleason's, and she and her 
two daughters fled to Miss Gleason’s house 
for protection. My nieces sought shelter 
under the American flag, and that flag was 
torn down and trampled under foot, while 
ao house it should have protected was 
ooted.”’ 


DOCK LABORERS DON’T WEAKEN 


Strike Attracts Attention of Emperor 
William, Who Wants a Report. 

Hamburg, November 29.—The strike of 
the dock laborers and others employed 
in the shipping trade continues and both 
masters and men express themselves as 
confident of success. There is no sign of a 
break in the ranks of the strikers, not- 
withstanding the importation of foreign 
labor. 

The Hamburg Nachrichten accuses Eng- 
lish influence with causing the strike and 
asks the members of the athletic unions 
to take the places of strikers. 

A dispatch received here from Stock. 
holm says that the dock kaborers there 
held a meeting today and decided that its 
members should mot discharge cargoes 
from Hamburg that are loaded by ‘“‘black- 
legs." Emperor Willtam has ordered that 
a detailed report be made to him as to the 
causes and extent of the strike.

ROBBERS KILL WITH STONES. 


Mob Wants To Hang Two Negroes, 
One of Whom Confessed. 

Chicago, November 29.—Louts Maverick, 
the proprietor of a boarding camp on the 
drainage canal, near Lemont, was attacked 
by two colored highwaymen in a deserted 
portion of Summit, seuthwest of this city, 
last night, and robbed and stoned to death. 

The crime: resulted in the wildest excite- 
ment at Lemont, and hundreds of citizens 
started out to assist the police in capturing 
the men. 

This afternoon Rooker and John Latimer, 
both negroes, were arrested on the drain- 
age canal not far from Summit and lodged 
in jail. Rooker afterwards confessed and 
when ‘the report was rumored about a mob 
collected and tt was with dufficulty the au- 
thorities protected the prisoner from vio- 
lence. The excited citizens threatened. to 
force an entrance into the jail where the 
two men were iocked up and lynch them. 
The streets in the vicinity of the jail were 
becoming crowded with excited men, and 
the authorities,. fearing violence would be 
committed, separated the two prisoners. 
Rooker was hurried out through a rear 
way and taken to the Willow Springs jail, 
and in order to quiet the mob it was given 
out that there was no certainty of the guilt 
of the prisoners. By 10 o'clock the crowd 
had dispersed. 

Last evening Maverick, accompanied by 
his nephew, was walking along a tow path 
in Summit. Rooker and Lattimer, who, it 
is claimed, were concealed behind some 
shrubbery, attacked them and began beat- 
ing them with stones. Maverick’s nephew 
fled, but Maverick received a blow on the 
head which rendered him senseless. As 
soon as the police were notified of the as- 
sault they went to where Maverick was 
when ‘the attack was made and found his 
body lying across the path. His head and 
body were severely bruised where he had 
been pelted with the stones. Officers and 
citizens were sent in every direction and 
Rooker and Latimer were captured. The 
nephew of the dead man identified them, 
and when Rooker was confronted with this 
he gave up and made a full confession. 
He charged Latimer with having killed 
Maverick and admitted that they divided 
$30, the proceeds of the robbery.

NAME SENATOR FOR KENTUCKY 


In Which Case the Next Legislature, 
Democratic, Would Elect. 


THE REPUBLICANS ARE GADLY SPLIT UP 


If Bradley Is Elected, Blackburn Will 
Be Governor and Will Succeed — 
Lindsay in the Senate, 

Frankfort, Ky., November 29.—(Special,)— 
The senatorial race in Kentucky, the most 
important and notable election of the 
year, has opened in such a man- 
ner as to indicate that 4 senator 
will not be elected at the coming 
extra session of the legislature, but will 
go over until the next legislature is elected, 
which means that Senator J. C. 8. Black- 
burn, the silver candidate, will be returned 
to the senate by a handsome majority. 

This is not a mere possibflity, but 4 
probability which promises to be fulfilled. 

As the legislatire now stands, the repub- 
licans have a majority of two on joint 
ballot, but this narrow majority counts for 
but lUttle when it is recalled that at the 
last session of the legislature the republi- 
cans had a majority of the members on 
several occasions and yet fafled to elect, 
owing to a factional dissention and person- 
al warfare waged by rival republican bosses. 
These feuds have again cropped out and 
conservative republicans express the opin- 
ion that their party will never be able to 
round the republican members up in joint 
session for any one republican candidate 

Senator Joe Blackburn is the nominee of 
the democratic caucus and will bs the sil- 
ver standard bearer in the coming struggle. 
In repubiican camps Hon. St. John Boyle, 
a republican who is charged with being at 
heart a free silver man, is the nominee of 
the republican caucus of the last session 
of the legislature, but there are already half 
a dozen candidates in the fleld, who will 
demand that the caucus withdraw Mr. 
Boyle and elect another nominee. Govern- 
or Bradley and Congressman W. Godfrey 
Hunter, who was the republican nominee 
for senator last spring, but was forced to 
retire when ft was discovered that he had 
given the two populist members written 
pledges, in which he agreed to vote for 
free silver in the event of his election, are 
the most prominent candidates for the re- 
publican nomination. 

The Bradley-Hunter Feud. 

Between Hunter and Bradley a feud, 
which originated during the senatorial 
struggle of last winter, is being waged with 
the greatest bittefness, and the members 
who belong to the two facfions openly de- 
clare that they will not support fhe leader 
of the opposing faction, even should he be 
the caucus nominee. Four Bradley mem- 
bers have pledged themselves not to vote 
for Hunter, while six Hunter members 
swear they will never support Bradley. Hun- 
ter and his friends charge that Governor 
Bradley is resporsible for Hunter’s defeat 
last winter. They allege that Governor 
Bradley made State Senator Landes a judge 
of the court of appeals for exposing Hun- 
ter’s silver deal with the populist members 
in open joint session, which forced Hunter 
to retire from the race. They also charge 
the governor with having caused four re- 
publican members to bolt Hunter early in 
the session. The Bradileyites say that 
Hunter is a silverite—a sin in their eyes. 

The result of these charges and counter- 
charges is that Bradley would rather see 
Blackburn elected than Hunter, as the 
election of Hunter means the political death 
of the governor, 

With Hunter the case is the same. Hunt- 
er has opened headquarters and is making 
a lively race. He was. defeated for re- 
election to congress in the last election and 
unless he can be elected senator his polit- 
ical days are over. Hunter claims to have 
secured the pledges of thirty-two of the 
seventy republican members, five short of 
the number required to nominate. The Mc- 
Kinley faction in the state is backing 
Hunter. His best. ambition in his race is 
his claim that he will control tie federal 
patronage of the state, and by making nu- 
merous promises of jobs under the new 
administration he is materially strengthen- 
ing his forces. 


Bradley’s Men Confident. 

On the other hand, Governor Bradley's 
frends claim that he has thirty members 
pledged, and after the first ballot will win 
the nomination in a walk, but the Hunter 
managers ask what good the nomination 
will do him if four members will no tvote 
for him in joint session. Governor Brad- 
ley has not called the extra session nor 
indicated when he will issue the call, al- 
though it is stated by those who should 
know that the call will be issued next 
week. The Hunter people charge that the 
governor is delaying the extra session un- 
til his forces are securely fixed and he is 
assured of his election as senator. 

Bradley, however, is conceded to have 
the best of the fight as things stand, but 
no one believes that either Bradley or 
Hunter or any member of the factions they 
represent can be elected, As every repub- 
lican of any note in the state is a member 
of the two factions a peculiar condition ex- 
ists; The republicans have not a man in 
the state who, as the caucus nominee, 
could poll the full strength of their party 
in the legislature, This simply means that 
there will be a deadlock and the election 
will be postponed until the next legislature 
is elected. Blackburn would surely be 
elected under such circumstances, as the 
next legislature, in the opinion of the re- 
publicans, will be overwhelmingly demo- 


cratic. 
Others Would LTdke It. 

In addition to Bradley and Hunter there 
are several other candidates for the re- 
publican nomination. Congressman John 
W. Lewis, who was defeated in the recent 
eletion, is in the race. Mr. Lewis voted in 
the last congress against the non-sectarian 
school bill and the A. P. A. members of the 
legislature swear that they will not sup- 
port him if he is made the nominee. Lewis 
was a Hunter man. State Senator Deloe, 
who was a candidate for the nomination 
last winter, is also an aspirant. He is 
classed with the Bradley faction. Judge 
W. H. Holt, a classmate of Major McKin- 
ley, Judge George Denny, Jr., Hon. St. 
John Boyle, the caucus nominee of last 
winter, and several other lesser lights, are 
in the scramble. Each one, however, is 
carrying his hatchet and fur will fly when 
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quorum at any time. 

It is well known that there are four re- 
publicans who will never vote to elect 
Bradley and the same number will bolt 
Hunter if he ts the nominee. The * sound 
money” democrats who will not support 
Senator Blackburn number seven. These 
members will -vote for Carlisle. The re- 
publicans have refused to consider any 
proposition to combine ‘with the gold 
democrats and elect Carlisle on the first 
ballot. Should an attempt be made, how- 
ever, to elect Carlisle the Blackburn men 
say that they will vote for Bradley. 

Would Bring Another Election. 

Should things senatorial resit in dis- 
aster to the silver democrats and the elec- 
tion of a republican senator be assured 
then the Blackburn members will vote for 
and elect Governor Bradley. It is to their 
interest to do so. At @ conference of 
Ble -kburn’s friends held at Lexington this 
week such a course was decided on. The 
cause for this move is clear. If Bradley 
is elected senator then an election for 
governor will be held next fall. Senator 
Blackburn will be the democratic candi- 
date and the indications are that he would 
be elected by an overwhelming majority. 
When his term ends he would be a candi- 
date to succeed Senator Lindsay, the gpld- 
bug senator, 
elected. These‘ are the plans the Black- 
burn people will pursue in the senatorial 
struggle. 

The democratic state committee has de- 
cided that no ‘sound money” democrat 
will be allowed to participate in any demo- 
cratic primary in the future, nor will they 
be recognized as democrats by the demo- 
cratic organization of Kentucky. The 
committee has also decided to contest the 
election of the McKinley electors in the 
state, but the contest is more a matter of 
form than anything else, as Senator Black- 
burn and other silver managers believe 
that the board of contest, which is com- 
posed of three republicans, will be govern- 
ed entirely by partisan interests in de- 
ciding the contest and give the verdict to 
the republicans. In that event the contest 
will be carried to the courts for final settle- 
ment. 

Outrageous Republican Frauds. 

Fraud of the most outrageous character 
was perpetrated by the repwhblicans, but 
the democratic mafiagers are at the mercy 
of the republican contest board. The peo- 
ple of the state, however, irrespective of 
party affiliation, are indignant and the 
result of the stealing of the state by the 
republicans will be te make Kentucky 
again democratic by a safé majority. 

Even in the event that a republican sena- 
tor is elected to succeed Senator Black- 
burn at the extra session to be called by 
Governor Bradley next month, the next 
legislature will retire Senator Lindsay, the 
goldbug man, who mom represents Keri- 
tucky in the senate, and will elect Senator 
Blackburn. This will leave Kentucky 
represented by a gold senator and a silver 
senator, as it is now. The republicans ad- 
mit that the next legislature will be con- 
trolled by the silver men and that if Black- 
burn its defeated this winter he will be 
triumphantly returned to the senate in 
two years. So the gallant silver champion 
will still represent Kentucky in the sen- 
ate.

What He Says. 
The following statement was egjven to 
The Constitution by Rheubettom yester- 
day: 

,It would be manffestly improper, as 
well as contrary to the ifstructions of 
my counsel, for me to discuss my case, 
except to make a general and emphatic 
denial that I defrauded dmyone, or in- 
tended to do so. 

There has been so much talk, how- 
ever, of ‘‘mystery”’ connected with my 
case that I will make to The Constitu- 
tion, although earnestly desiring to 
avoid further notoriety, a few state- 
ments in correction of some made about 
me. I bear no malice against the papers 
which’ have printed them, as I am 
aware that my refusal to talk may 
have led them to seek infornfation 
elsewhere, which has not been reliable. 
To this end I will say: 

I am not a Hebrew, as reported. Were 
I one I would not be ashamed to ac- 
knowledge it, as I have a great respect 
for that race. 

My name is Rhevbottom, nothing else. 
It would be almost a matter of satis- 
faction to me if it were otherwise, but 
the fact remains. Gentlemen in this 
city have identified me, as stated by 
Colonel Moyers. 

I am not a “scapegrace scion” of a 
wealthy northern family. My family is 
not wealthy. I never was called a 

scapegrace’’ or ‘‘crook” before, havin 
always lived an upright and moral lite. 
I do not drink and never was addicted 
to any of the petty vices, but claim no 
particular credit for the fact. I have 
always been the mainstay and protec- 
tor of my family and my imprisonment 
has been the indirect c@tise of the death 
of my stepson, who was unable to re- 
turn to the north during the summer 
months and could not endure the south- 
ern climate during the heated term. 

I never was behind the bars before I 
a locked up in the Atinta police sta- 

Neither myself nor my counsel ever 
asked for an adjournment of oo trial. 
The request in every instance came 
from the prosecution. I never expressed 
myself as “perfectly Satisfied’’ with my 

incarceration and the delay. 

What I did say was that I was “ner- 
fectly satisfied’ with my treatment at 
ve hands of the most genial gentleman 
Jailer Eubanks, and his assistants. 
Messrs. McCullough and Coher., all of 
“hate have treated me with the ‘utmost 

indness. In corroboration of certain 
other statements J will say that I have 
endeavored to entertain, instruct and 
assist my fellow prisoners in all proper 
Ways and have found in this constant 
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History of His Crime. 
About eighteen months ago Rheubottom 
fame to Atlanta, Claiming to be a member 
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Rheubottom was arrested and locked in 
jail, where he has been ever since. On in- 
vestigation it was found the Exchange 
bank in Mi was a myth and it 
‘was then thought that L. Fife & Sons were 
Rhevbdottom’s confederates. 

It was believed that he was a member 
of an organized gang of crooks who had 
operated extensively all over the country. 
two of whom are now in jail in New Or. 
leans, It is thought Rheubottom would 
have attempted larger frauds here had 
he not been caught when he was.

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Say Alabama Dealers Have Better 
Rates on Freight Than They 
Have—Columbus News.

Columbus, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)— 
The wholesale grocers of Columbus, whose 
Alabama business has been sjowly but 
steadily decreasing, owing to the lower 
western freight rates enjoyed by Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham, feel somewhat 
more hopeful: for relief now than hereto- 
fore, although there is no material change 
in the situation. This better feeling is ac- 
counted for principally by the visit to the 
city during the past week of President 
Sam Spencer, of the Southern, to whom 
the jobbers explained the situation. Mr. 
Spencer is on old Columnibusite and it is but 
natural that he should manifest an interest 
in the commercial development of the city 
It is thought by the grocers, who realize 
what a useful factor Mr. Spencer's in- 
fiuence would be, that he will investigate 
the matter at once and will do any- 
thing the can properly accomplish to alle- 
viate the situation, which is the result of 
high western freight rates. If the wholie- 
salers do not get relief soon they will ap- 
peal to the interstate commission of cor- 
merce to grant the rates that a water- 
route town should enjoy, as Columbus now 
as a water route via Apalachicola and 
Mobile. The Central has refused to make 
a reduction in rates, and for this reason 
some of the grocers are giving all their 
business that they possibly can to the 
Southern and the Columbus Southern, the 
other roads entering the city. It could not 
be called a boycott of the Central, and yet, 
some of the houses acting on the principle 
of benefiting those who benefit you are 
throwing all the business they can into the 
hands of roads other than the Central, 

Waterworks Matters. 

Notwithstanding the Mact that an election 
for new waterworks bonds is pending the 
present waterworks company states that it 
is going right ahead and making 
improvements in its system, anyhow. One 
of the principal complaints against the 
present company is that the suburbs are 
unprotected from fire, practically. The com- 
pany states that it is going to build imme- 
diately another standpipe, this one being 
on Rose Hill, and that by means of it it 
will be able to furnish the suburbs with 
plenty of water and alsa give a better 
pressure down town. The election to de- 
cide the question of whether Columbus 
shall issue bonds to build her own water 
works does not come off until February, 
and if the work on the new standpipe pro- 
posed is carried on as rapidly as contem- 
plated the pipe will have been erected by 
that time. 

The Southern League. 

Next Saturday there will be a meeting of 
the Southern Baseball League at Birming- 
ham, at which steps looking toward the 
season of 1897 will be taken. The situation 
in southern baseball circles seems, to be 
very considerably muddled, although most 
people here do not expect more than one 
league to exist during the next season. On 
account of the unsettled condition of affairs 
the outcome of the meeting next Sat- 
urday is waited with much interest. Colum- 
bus will be represented at the meeting 
by Mr. John F.. Flourrsy, president of the 
Columbus Railroad Company. 

More New Books. 

The public library will order another new 
lot of books this week, being the fatest 
works of the most popular authors. The 
management of the library is contemplat- 
ing a plan by which it hopes to make the 
public more familiar with the pleasures 
and privileges of the institution. The plan 
is to give each member a membership card, 
which he can present to any friend. The 
ecard entitles the bearer to enjoy the privi- 
lages of the library for a month. By this 
method the general public would learn 
much more about the library and its at- 
tractions, and, it is thought, a large in- 
crease in the membership would follow. 


A Prominent Textile Man.

QUEER HABIT OF A LAKE 


Every Few Years Its Water Disap- 
pears and Returns in a Few Days. 
Weycross. Ga., November 28.—(Special.) 
Thomp3on’s lake, two niiles north of Grand 
Ridge, is gradually drying up or running 
off, an event that occurs about every four 
or five years. The lake is half a.mile long 
and about two hundred yards wide, and an 
average depth of twenty feet. An old set- 
tler declares that the lake once ran out 
fast that its roar and whirr were heard 
at his house, more than a mile away, and 
after a few days the lake was refilled 
from a subterranean source almost as 
rapidly, When the lake is dry the lake bed 
is stocked with an abundance of fish.

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| It Is Sald That DoKelb's Commissioners 


Wore Not Legally Named. 


IT 1S NOT ACCORDING TO LAW 
Mr. Henderson Talks of the Newly 

Discovered Measure. ee 
IT MAY HAVE A FAR-REACHING EFFECT 
May Nullify the Commissioners’ Ac- 


tion in Deciding To Build a 
New Courthouse. 


If the results of investigations recently 
made by Hon. W. B. Henderson, represen- 
tative from DeKalb county, prove to be 
correct, there will be no need of holding an 
election in DeKalb county day after ‘to- 
morrow for the purpose of deciding wheth- 
er the county site shall be moved to Stone 
Mountain. 

Mr. Henderson introduced the bill now 
before the house for the abolishing of the 
county commissioners of DeKalb \county, 
and has given much time and study to 
these offices. 

During his investigation, brought on by 
the introduction of his bill, he has found 
that the present count®¥ commissioners 
were illegally elected and in the eyes of the 
law all of their actions ane null and void. 
Mr. Henderson shows that in 189 the 
legislature amended the acts in regard to 
the election of county commissioners in 
DeKalb county so that they should be 
elected by the people. Before that time 
they had been elected or appointed by the 
grand jury. 

The county commissioners who now hold 
office in DeKalb county were appointed by 
the grand jury, and under the act pointed 
out by Mr. Henderson they are not legally 
entitled to the offices they hold, and have 
ho power to act for the county. 

The present commissioners have levied a 
tax for the erection of a new courthouse, 
arid have collected a greater portion of the 
said tax. The plans for the new courthouse 
have been accepted and all arrangements 
have been made for the erection of the 
building. 

If Mr. Henderson is correct, the county 
of DeKalb is today without officers au- 
thorized by law to levy a tax for county 
purposes or to contract in behalf of the 
county. This being the case, the commis- 
sioners had no right to levy a tax for the 
erection of the new courthouse, and cannot 
contract for the erection of the building. 

Tihe people objected to the erection of 
the new courthouse at the time the matter 
was under consideration, and held a mass 
meeting which resulted in the commission- 
ers being asked to defer the erection of 
the courthouse to some future date. The 
commissioners paid no attention to this 
request, and went ahead with their ar- 
rangements for the courthouse. , [t now 
seems that the people have more right to 
say whether or not the courthouse shall be 
built than the commissioners themselves. 

The discovery made by Mr. Henderson 
causes the affairs of DeKalb county to get 
into a rather complicated condition, and 
the outcome of it is watched with interest 
by those who Know the circumstances. 
Whether the election will be called off on 
account of the new matters is not known. 

“Under the act of 1888 creating a board 
of commissioners,"’ said Mr. Henderson, 
“said board was invested with large pow- 
ers and charged with most important 
duties. Under its administration the taxes 
of the county have steadily increased, with 
nothing to show for it. The public build- 
ings and roads of the county have not been 
improved to an extent to justify the ex- 
penditure of the large sums of money an- 
nually raised and pald out by the commis- 
sioners.”’ 

“To wihat extent are the commissioners 
supposed to be responsible for the default 
of the former county treasurer?’ 

“Tt was the duty of the commissioners, 
under the law, to periodically examine the 
books and accounts of the county treasurer, 
and, if the board had discharged that duty, 
it is probable that no default of that officer 
would have occurred.”’ 

‘‘Tihe complaints which you mention seem 
to be of neglect rather than of misconduct 
on the part of the commissioners.” 

“That is true except in relation to the 
affirmative action of the board in levying a 
tax to build a new courthouse over the 
objection of the people, definitely expressed 
in a large mass meeting. The objection of 
the people was made on the ground that 
such levy should not be made just at the 
time when the county thhad lost largely by 
the default of its former treasurer, and be- 
cause, also, of prevailing. financial dis- 
tress.”’ 

“What effect, if any, did the dissatisfac- 
tion with the board of commissioners have 
in the recent election of members of the 
legislature from that county?’ 

“Tt was made an issue in the campaign, 
and the members elected declared them- 
selves to be in favor of the abolishment 
of the board, and promised, if elected, to 
secure if possible the repeal of the law 
creating the board.” 

“What has been done to redeem that 
promise?” 

“IT have introduced a bill for that pur- 
pose, and the same hag been referred to 
the general judiciary committee, which will 
probably report the bill favorably at an 
early day.” 

‘“‘Has there been any change of sentiment 
in the county in relation to the matter 
since the election, or have any new facts 
been developed in relation to the matter?’ 

‘There has been no change in sentiment, 
unless it be an increase in favor of the 
abolishment of the board. Since the in- 
troduction of my bill, I have discovered, 
on investigation of the subject, that in 1890 
the legislature amended the act of 1886, 
creating said board, by providing that 
thereafter the commissioners should be 
elected by the qualified voters of the re- 
spective districts instead of being appoint- 
ed by the grand jury, as provided by the 
original act of 1886; and in 1891 the act was 
further amended by making more specific 
the law requiring the election of the com- 
missioners by the people of their respective 
districts. Notwithstanding the original law 
was thus amended by two separate acts, 
no election of the commissioners by the 
people has ever been held, but from year 
to year as their terms of office would re- 
spectively expire appointments have been 
made by the grand jury, as provided by the 
original act, and just as if neither of the 
amendatory acts had ever been passed. It 
will be seen that no board has been legally 
constituted since 1891, and it follows that 
all of their acts have been illegal and with- 
‘out authority of law. his becomes more 
evident from the fact that from time to 
time changes have been made in the board 
of commissioners, and, therefore, it cannot 
be a case of holding over until a successor 
is properly chosen and qualified. This be- 
ing true, the county of DeKalb is today 
without any officer authorized to levy a 
tax for county purposes, or to tract in 
behalf of the county in relation to those 
matters over which the beard of commis- 
sioners, under the act of 1886, had super- 
vision and control. The tax levied for the 
support of the county and for building a 
new courthouse has not been legally levied, 
because the board of commissioners as now 
constituted has no more authority under 
the law as it now exists to levy such a 
tax than has any individual efitizen. It is 
not presumed, or should not be, that the 
county commissioners and their attorney 
have been ignorant of the acts of 1800 and

ELOCUTION GROWS POPULAR 


An Atlanta Young Man Recalls the 
Voice and Gestures of the Late 
Senator Benjamin H. Hill. 


»Athens, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)—A 
distinguished Georgian not long since con- 
tributed to a Georgia newspaper an arti- 
cle one what he styled the decadence of 
oratory. A plea was made for a revival of 
the noble art of elocution and a return of 
the days of Toombs and Hill and Lamar 
and Grady. 

It will be a pleasure for that writer 
and all Georgians to learn that the 
University of Georgia, taking a lead in 
this important matter, has for two years 
been perfecting a system of oratorical 
training which it is hoped to afford the 
young men of Georgia as admirable facili- 
ties in oratory and declamation as can be 
secured at any university in the land. 

The board of trustees of the University 
of Georgia for years has realized the ne- 
cessity of establishing here a regular chair 
of oratory. This question was debated 
often in years past, and the lamented 
Grady was one of the firmest and most 
enthusiastic advocates. The trustees were 
always met by a treasury already drained 
by more urgent needs of the university, 
and thus the school of oratory has never 
yet been established as a separate and 
distinct department. 

But two years since the board of trus- 
tees requested Dr. B. F. Riley, of the de- 
partment of English, to take this matter 
in charge. It has cast a great deal of 
extra work upon Dr. Riley, but he has 
discharged all his duties with great ef- 
fectiveness. 

Dr. Riley’s management of the oratorical 
department of the university soon began to 
show itself in the excellence of the pub- 
lic debates and the great improvement of 
the college speakers during the commence- 
ment seasons. This improvement was 60 
marked at the last commencement. that 
many of the trustees, who were splendid 
judges of oratory, were hightly pleased 
with the great strides made in that de- 
partment. One of them said to a visitor 
that it was the finest exhibition of college 
oratory he had witnessed since the war, 

The Bloquence of Hill. 

In lamenting the decline of oratory it 
is often wished that the divine art would 
again have sway in Georgia sufficient to 
produce another Ben Hill. An incident Il- 
lustrative of this point occurred at the 
last commencement. 

Mr. Connie Alexander Weddington, an 
Atlanta boy and a member of the sopho- 
more class, was one of ten contestants 
for the sophomore medal for declamation. 
He surprised even his warmest admirers 
that afternoon when he spoke. His speech 
was that of Senator Hill in reply to Blaine. 
The young speaker threw his whole soul 
into his speech and the audience went 
wild with applause as he repeated with 
eloquence and enthusiasm the words of the 
matchless Hill. ) 

It was agreed on all sides that Wedding- 
ton had won the medal, and it so turned 
out that the judges found no trouble is 
reaching a decision of that kind. But the 
highest tribute that was paid him came 
from an interested listener in the audience, 

That listener was Hon. Charles D. Hill, 
of Atlanta. Mr. Hill was perfectly de- 
lighted with the excellent declamation of 
Mr. Weddington. He sat there perfectly 
amazed at the eloquence of the young At- 
lantian. He seemed to be living over again 
some exciting, but pleasing incident of the 
vanished past. 

When Mr. Hill came out of the chapel he 


. said to a friend: 


“Do you Know that that young man Weé- 
dington has as fine a conception of my 
father’s speech as one Man could possibly 


have of another’s forensic effort. He was , 


So easy, so graceful, so earnest and en- 
tered into the speech so thoroughly that I 
almost lived the scene over again, for it 
was my pleasure to be present when my 
father made his reply to Mr. Blaine.” 

“This instance is but one of many g0- 
ing to show that the new system of ora- 
torical training at the university is hav- 
ing its effect, and that each succeeding 
commencement develops better and better 
orators. 

Eleven Separate Classes. 

As an evidence of the interest that is be- 
ing taken in this department, it need only 
be stated that over 150 of the young men 
at coMege here are in these classes under 
Dr. Riley’s supervision. There are eleven 
separate divisions and each division meets 
Dr. Riley at least once every two weeks, 
and some times oftener. It would no doubt 
be better for them to meet him oftener, 
but he can give them only so much time 
as he can spare from his other work. 

Dr. Riley is an elocutionist of splendid 
ability. His training consists in voice eul- 
ture; in graceful posing and gesturing, so 
that the speaker may be effective yet nat- 
ural; in giving the student the best ideas 
as to how to throw his whole soul into the 
oration, and in giving him the best idea of 
how to arrive at the correct conception of 
his speech. 

Co-ordinate Branches of Study. 


While such is the work being done in 
the school oratorical department, there 
are many co-ordinate branches to which 
a great deal of attention is being given. 
The college boy will not forever be able 
to declaim other people’s speeches, and 
so Dr. Riley and the entire faculty extend 
every help to the student in teaching him 
the very best modes of composition and 
the best use of rhetoric. The work of the 
oratorical department thus fits in neatly 
with that of the English department. Dr. 
Riley devotes a great deal of attontion to 
the subject of composition and ready writ- 
ing. In order to make the student také more 
interest in his ready writing department, 
Dr. Riley has for the past two years given 
a handsome medal to the best ready writer. 
The young men just before commencement 
season go into a room and receive a sub- 
ject upon which to write an essay. They 
mever know beforehand what the subject 
is to be, and are required to sit down in 
that room and write for one hour upon 
that subject, without receiving any aid 
from books or other sources. This has 
proved to be quite a good exercise and an 
encouragement to the young men. 

Excellent Literary Work. 

This year, as a further help to this de- 
partment, The. Georgian, a new literary 
magazine, is being published by the stu- 
dents. Mr. J. W. Mason is editor-in-chief 
and Messrs. Shelly, Myrick and Harry 
Dodd, associates. The young men are stim- 
ulated to literary work in this way and 
whatever time they spend In literary work 
for the magazine is credited to them in 
their English studies under Dr. Riley, _ 


Literary Society Work. 

The literary societies of the university 
are not being ignored in this plan for the 
revival of oratory which is succeeding so 
well. It is remembered what service the 
Phi Kappa and Demonsthenian. literary 
societies have rendered in the making of 
orators in the past. It is gratifying to note 
a general improvement in. the interest 
taken by the college boys in the literary 
societies of the institution. Every Satur- 
day some interesting debate is held at the 
old society halls, and arrangements are 
being perfected to have a number of joint 
debates between the two societies during 
the present session of the university.

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Mr. Moody’s Campaign in New York. 

New York is m clic anidst of an old- 
time orthodox revival. Several days ago 
the famous evangelist, Mr. Moody, in- 
augurated one of his religious campaigns 
in that city and the result has been | 
something of a revelation. | 

More than a quarter of a century has | 
passed since Mr. Moody, in thé flush of | 
his young enthusiasm, stood up in the | 
vreat metropolis for the first time and 
proclaimed the truth of the gospel. Al- 
though ‘he had just entered upon his ¢a- 
reer as a preacher, there was in his pos- 
session even at that time much of the 
singular power which he ‘has since 
developed in such a marvelous degree. 
Withowt any previous theological train- 
ing, or even a college education, he had 
plunged into his ministerial work with 
the zeal of one divinely inspired, and 
the impression which he made upon the 
great city of New York has survived 
through all the years which have since 
followed. 

Qne of the most notable features of 
his present series of meetings in the me- 
tropolis is in the large number of peo- 
ple who have come to him with expres- 
sions of deep personal gratitude for the 
service which he rendered them years 
ago. Although it is hardly fair to im- 
pute vanity to such a consecrated man 
it must, mevertheless, be gratifying to 
Mr. Moody to have his thoughts tucned 
in this practical way to the fruits of his 
early preaching in New York. With self- 
almegating modesty, however, he de- 
clares that he is merely an instrument 
in the handsof Providence, and that he 
has no power save that which the Holy 
Spirit gives him. 

With respect to the present meetings, 
it is doubtful if the city of New York 
has ever been stirred by such _a power- 
ful religious influence as the one which 
the Moody revival meetings has exer- 
cised during the past few days. It is in- 
teresting to observe that nearly all of 
the leading dailies of the city have es- 
poused the cause of the meetings and are 
giving Mr. Moody a'‘helping hand. In a 
sreat city like New York there is much 
that invites the purifying influence of a 
genuine revival of religion, and it is safe 
to yredict that a vast measure of good 
will result from the Moody campaign. 


Will Congress Act? 
There is an impression in Washington 
that when congress meets it will lose no 
time in recognizing the independence of 


republicans have any idea of carrying 
out their platform, or if the congress- 
men, without regard to party, are desir- 
ous of carrying out the will of the peo- 
ple. 

li is not necessary to say anything 
in regard to the attitude of the demo- 
craty. The traditions of their party

lands, and more especially to those who 
are engaged in an effort to free them- 
Selves from the tyranny of monarchial 
rule. 

‘The talk of war with the United States 
that is sometimes indulged in by Spain 
and her paid attorneys on this side, and 
by those who imagine that the American 
conscience revolves around the rim of 
the almighty dollar, is the sheerest non- 
sense. The Spanish government is al- 
ready bankrupt, and the sole reason for 
the prosecution of the war in Cuba 
is the knowledge of those in power that 
the surrender of the island would put an 
end to the monarchy. 

More than this, the only reason why 
the Spanish newspapers are engaged in 
prejudicing their readers against the 
Tnited States is for the purpose of con- 
vincing them that. but for the attitude 
of this government, Spain would have 
quelled the Cuban insurrection long ago 
and when the Spaniards are compelled 
to evacuate the island—an event that 
cannot be long postponed—the excuse to 
be given, as the last ‘hope of the mon- 
archy. is, that it was impossible to hold 
the island or to make headway against 
the Cubans owing to the active aid and 
sympathy of the people of the United 
States. 

There will be a good deal of war talk, 
and we shall have a plentiful supply of 
the bluster that is one of the national 
characteristics of Spain, but that will be 
the end of it. War with the United 
States would not only hopelessly wreck 
Spain financially, but would put an end 


it at present the Spaniards are in-

“sult In a racial war on the island. Here- 


It has even been reported that Mr. Cleyve- 
land thas said he will not be responsible 
for adding “another nigger state” to the 
union. But General Bradley T. Johnson, 
a southerner, who has served in Cuba as 
the correspondent of ‘The New York 
Journal, and who is familiar with all 
the facts of the situation there, says that 
while the negro plays an important part 
in the life of the island, his numbers are 
too inconsiderable to give him any pre- 
dominating weight in affairs. According 
to the last census in Cuba, that of 1887, 
there are 1,800,000 whites and 485,000 
blacks. There are, therefore, nearly 
four white men in Cuba to one colored 
man. 

According to estimates and figures giv- 
en him by both sides, Cubans and Span- 
iards, Gomez, has an army of 60,000 
men in the field. Of these, 40 per cent, 
or 24,000, are negroes, and 60 per cent, 
or 36,000, are white men. Antonio Ma- 
ceo, who seems to be employing the tac- 
tics in Cuba that made Mosby famous 
in the war between the states, is.a quad- 
roon: but General Johnson says his white 
blood shows in bis face, his figure and 
his achievements. 

With 200 men Mosby kept an army of 
40,000 men busy trying to find him. He 
never was caught nor cornered, and Gen- 
eral Johnson says he will be the most 
surprised man in the world if Maceo is 
drawn into a serious engagement or is 
caught by General Weyler. Maceo may 
lack some of the daring that character- 
ized Mosby, but he has more men, and 
he is operating in a country that is bet- 
ter suited to guerilla warfare than Vir- 

ginia was in Mosby’s day. 
| We may confidently expect, therefore, 
| that Weyler’s second campaign will be 
as inconclusive from the Spanish point 
of view as his first. Meanwhile it is to be 
hoped that the reports, which are thick 
about Washington, that congress i# to 
take up the Cuban matter promptly and 
dispose of it at once and finally, will 
prove to be forerunners of the fact itself.

Practical Benevolence. 
In donating the handsome sum of $50,- 
000 to the Children’s Aid Society of New 
York Mr. William Waldorf Astor has 
not only displayed a munificent spirit, 
but, in the selection of this charity, he 
has exercised a wise judgment. 
Although Americans are liberal as a 
rule, they are frequently unfortunate in 
the matter of giving alms to the poor. 
This is largely the fault of impulse. Un- 
able to resist the hungry appeal of a 
beggar on the street, they give from pity 
rather than charity, and often to make 
a grievous mistake in so doing. It should 
be the aim of charity to elevate the con- 
dition of the poor and not simply waste 
itself in alms from day to day. 
Such practical benevolence as _ that 
which Mr. Astor has evinced in provid- 
ing in a systematic way for the poor 
children of New York is likely to be far- 
reaching in its results. 
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“A Nation of Shopkeepers.” 
With a mingled display of pride and 
ignorance Senor Castillo refers to the 
American republic as a nation of shop- 
keepers. 

If the enterprising spirit which the 
people of this country have displayed in 
their mercantile affiars is sufficient to 
warrant such a charge as the one which 
the dark Spaniard prefers, it is then in 
order to enter a plea of guilty. In no 
other sense, however, is the American re- 
public a nation given to shop-keeping; 
ard if the Spanish government sees fit 
to provoke a difiiculty with this country 
the proud senor will soon be convinced 
of his error. 

In the language of the Spanish states- 
man there is a bitter and ill-natured 
thrust at the Americans. Envious of our 
commercial prowess he makes it the ob- 
ject of his intemperate criticism; and be- 
cause of the prestige which this country 
has acquired in the wrold’s market, he 
seeks to belittle the spirit which has 
made it possible. Little does the Span- 
iard appreciate the fact that a commer- 
cial race which has built up such a splen- 
did power as the American nation is far 
more deserving of respect than the no- 
ble race of Spaniards which has mold- 
ered amid the decay of its own civiliza- 
tion. 

In spite of the bitter thrust of the 
Spanish statesman there is something 
intensely pathetic in his language, In 
spite of the degradation into which the 
empire has fallen there is still a feeling 
of pride among the Spaniards which re- 
callsthepalmier days of thekingdom. Itis 
hard for the Spaniard to realize that his 
country has fallen from the high pinacle 
which she once occupied as the mistress 
of the globe, and that she has now left 
to ‘her naught but the dream of her 
former splendor. Without the power to 
subdue Cuba, it is hardly possible that 
she will overeome the Americans in the 
event of a difficulty with this country. It 
is, therefore, pathetic to witness such a 
futile display of pride as Senor Castello 
evinces in his bitter fling at the Ameri. 
can people.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


It is gratifying to our national pride to 
know that American machinery Was em- 
ployed in the recent opening of the Danube 
river at the famous point in its winding 
career known as the “Iron Gate.”” At this 
point the border lines of three countr-.es, 
Roumania, Servia and Austria-Hungary, 
converge and the point has received the 
name of the Iron Gate from the fact that 
vessels have never been able to pass it 
until the present. In order to deepen the 
river’s channel .at this point it has been 
necessary to blast the rock over which its 
current has ripplied since the beginning of 
time. In boring holes in the rock for the 
reception of the blasting powder American 
drills were used on account af the superior 
merit which they possessed. The inven- 
tive genius of the American is recognized 
throughout the globe and no country sur- 
passes America in the mechanical devices 
which she has produced during the present 
century. 


One of the oldest tools in existence is 
the saw. Its invention ts attributable to 
a Grecian mechanic who used the jawbone 
of a crockodile to cut through a piece of 
wood and then made an iron instrument in 
imitation of it. The saw is represented on 
Egyptian monuments dating as far back 
as 3000 B. C. As early as 1322 A. D. saw- 
mills, driven by water power, were in ope- 
ration at Augsburg, and, it is believed, be- 
fore this they were in operation in Paris, 
driven by the current of the Seine. The 
first sawmill erected in the Norway pineries 
was in 1530. Sawmills were numerous in 
Italy in the sixteenth century. They were 
not introduced into England until 1663, 
when a native of Holland built one, but 
was compelled to abandon it by the opposi- 
tion of the populace, carpenters and other 
artisans, who saw no good in such a new- 
fangled contrivance.

; The. Waynesboro Citizen: 

“Mr. T. A. Harrell, of Oatts, this county, 
and his little ten-year-old son, Porter, were 
in the city Saturday last. Mr. Harrell 
made this year in spite of the extreme dry 
season fifty-three 500-pound bales of cotton 
and enough meat, corn and fodder to do 
his five-horse farm another year. His lit- 
tie son, Porter, has picked seven 500-pound 
bales of cotton this season. What ten-year- 
old in the south can equal this record’”’ 


The Waynesboro Citizen tells of mulber- 
ries from a tree in the yard of Mrs. S. J. 
Bell, in that city, which is full of fruit in 
various stages of ripening. The fruit is 
large and fully developed. When it is re- 
membered that this fruit is ore among the 
first to ripen in the spring, and that this 
is the last day of November, it becomes 
indeed a curiosity. Many trees have iost 
almost all their foliage but this mulberry 
seems to be full of vigor and of fruit. 


At the last term of the Springs district 
Stewart county court, ‘Squire W. R. Ma- 
this presiding, seven negroes (four men 
end three women) were committed to jail 
for killing hogs on the wrong time of the 
moon. This is the largest number of per- 
sons sent up at one time from a magis- 
trate’s court.

Indictments Found Against Waters’s 


Alleged Murderers. 

Last Friday morning the grand jury of 
Fulton county found true bills against 
George Perdue, Ed Morsian and Adolphus 
Bailey, the three negroes now locked in 
Fulton county jail for the murder of Wil- 
liam Waters. 

Chief Detective Slaughter was present 
at the hearing and the strongest points of 
evidence against the alleged murderers so 
far discovered were introduced. 

The true bills were found without any 
trouble and the indictments made. While 
the officials are still working on the case, 
yet they have discovered no more incrimi- 
nating points against the negroes than 
have been published. They are confident 
though, the evidence already compiled is 
sufficient to convict the trio. 

The negroes still affirm their innocence 
and seem to believe they will be acquitted. 
The evidence against them is purely cir- 
cumstantial, but is very strong. Colonel 
W. T. (Moyers has been engaged as counsel 
for the defense. 


BOARD WILL OPPOSE IT.

Local Board of Education To Appear 
Against a Measure. 

This afternoon at 3 o’clock a committee 
from the board of education of the city 
will go before the committee on education 
of the legislature and argwe against the 
passage of the bill which calls for the ap- 
pointment of a ‘textbook commission. 

The committee will argue that the ap- 
pointing of such a committee will be cen- 
tralization of power and will be in direct 
opposition to local self-government. They 
will argue that a commission to select 
books for the use of the entire state will 
necessarily not be able to tell what books 
will meet the demands of different counties, 

The committee will show that the pres- 
ent system of each county selecting its 
own books and having them selected by 
persons who are familiar with the needs 
of the children of that section is a great 
deal better than the one proposed by the 
~pill. The question will be argued at length 
and the committee hopes to be able to in- 
fluence the committee of the house to re- 
port adverse to the bill.

| JUDGE GAMBLER . URGES {TS PASSAGE 


The Bill Was Introduced Saturday in 
the House and Is Now Before the 
Finance Committee. 


Probably no bill has been introduced in 
the legislature that has attracted more at- 
‘tention or aréated, greater interest in 
the public mind than the bill presented by 
Hon. John T. Boifeuillet. of Bibb, asking 
for an appropriation of $50,000 for the es- 
tablishment of a state reformatory school 
for juvenile criminals. 

The reclamation of youthful offenders is 
a question which has been interesting- 
ly discussed and carefully studied for 
many. months and the crying necessity for 
a reformatory school has been in existence 
for years. The chaingangs of the various 
counties and the penitentiaries of the state 
are filled with convicts who probably might 
have been saved from a life of crime by be- 
ing sent to a school where they could have 
been trained to obey and respect the laws 
of the state and who would doubtless have 
become good and useful citizens and their 
surroundings been elevating. 

The bill of Mr. Boifeuillet has struck a 


.popular chord. The people are aiding him 


and many are working for the success of 
the measure. The friends of the bill are 
not to be found in any one county or one 
city, but they are scattered all over the 
state and come from all quarters. Mr. Boi- 
feuillet has received letters congratulating 
him upon his work in presenting the bill, 
and urging him to push the question with 
all possible speed and earnestness. 

The bill asking for an appropriation of 
$50,000 was introduced Saturday in the 
house, and is now being investigated by the 
finance committee. Strong pressure will be 
brough tto bear upon the committee favora- 
ble to the bill and it is said the indications 
are that it will be reported upon favorably 
by the committee within a few days. The 
bill contains several provisions in addition 
to the request for the appropriation, it asks 
that the judges of the various criminal 
courts be authorized to send youthful of- 
fenders to-the school rather than to the, 
penitentiary, providing also that the gov- 
ernor commutes the sentence of convicts 
now under sentence between the ages of 
te years and twenty-one by sending them 
from the penitentiary to the reformatory 


school. 

The introductory paragraphs of the bill of 
Mr. Boifeuillet, asking for the establish- 
ment of the school and the appropriation of 
$50,000, are as follows: 

“A bill to establish the Georgia reforma- 
tory: to provide for establishing branches 
of the same in several counties of the 
state: to provide for the government and 
control of sad reformatory: to prescribe its 
purpose; to authorize the judge and courts 
of this state in certain cases to sentence 
offenders against the laws to said reforma- 
tory in lieu of the chaingangs, prisons, 
jails and penitentiary; to provide for the 
paroling, pardon, education and reforma- 
tion of persons so sentenced; to appropri- 
ate $50,000 out of the state treasury for the 
establishment of said reformatory, and for 
other purposes. 

“The object and purpose of said refor- 
matory shall be for the correction and Tre- 
formation of the morals of youthful of- 
fenders against the laws of the state and 
for their physical, mental and- moral devel- 
opment by the means and in the manner 
hereinafter specified. 

“Said reformatory shall be managed and 
conducted by a board of seven managers, 
appointed by the governor, who shall re- 
ceive no compensation except necessary 
traveling expenses.”’ 


Judge Calhoun’s Hearty Indorsement. 

Judge Andy Calhoun, who presides over 
the recorder’s court, has been one of the 
most active supporters of the movement 
to secure the reformatory school, and he is 
delighted that the indications are that the 
bill of Mr. Boifeuillet will be received with 
a favorable report by the finance commit- 
tee. 

There is probably no one in the state who 
has a better opportunity than Judge Cal- 
houn to see the actual necessity of the 
proposed reformatory. Every day in the 
year he passes ujdgment upon young 
boys, both white and black, who have pos- 
sibly taken their first step into crime. 
When they are carried before him in the 
city court, it is their first sin. Doubtless 
many of 'the youthful prisoners are peni- 
tent; they may have been allured into their 
wrong doing by bad associations, and were 
it possible for them to be taken to a re- 
formatory school then, they might be saved 
to the state and become useful citizens in- 
stead of hardened criminals, as they. do by 
being sent to the chaingangs. 

It is before the recorder that the juvenile 
offenders first begin their downward career. 
“They are arrested for some petty misde- 
meanor they spend the night in the police 
station; the next day they are carried be- 
fore Judge Calhoun. The situation is new 
to them; they shrink back from the brutal 
faces of the hardened criminal; the oaths 
and epithets of the motley crowd is ab- 
horrent; witnesses testify against them, as 
they stand pale and trembling before the 
recorder. Judge Calhoun has no alterna- 
tives. The prisoner is guilty, and the least 
he can do is to impose a small fine. If the 
boy has money or friends, the fine is paid; 
if he has neither he passes on with the 
crowd of criminals and then on down the 
path of his ruin. 

“No one knows how deeply interested I 
am in the movement to secure the reforma- 
tory school,”’ said Judge Calhoun yesterday. 
“It is a question that I have been consid- 
ering for a long time, and from the bot- 
tom of my heart I hope the school will be 
established. The appropriation is $50,000, I 
see, and I must say that the price is cheap 
when it is compared to the great good that 
will result from the establishment of the 
school. 

“TJ tremble when I comtemplate the fu- 
ture of the little boys who come before me 
for the first time and are sentenced to the 
chaingang. They are not criminals when 
they make their first visit to the recorder’s 
court: they are not hardened characters 
for which the penitentiary was contemplat- 
ed: they are mere boys, who have taken 
their first lesson in disobedience, and who 
would, in nearly all of the cases, repent 
and do better if they were given an oppor- 
tunity.”’ 


Wants the School by All Means. 

Jhdge Cathoun stated that he could not 
find words to express his great interest in 
the movement that has been begun to se- 
cure the school. which has been nedeed for 
many years. He is deeply interested and 
will. furnish any information that may be 


“desired that would in anyway aid those 


who are actively at work on behalf of the 
bill. 


“As recorder of the city court,” said he, | 


“I am in a position to see how great is the 
need for the school. Boys are daily brought

be surrounded with an atmosphere that 
would benefit them instead of contaminat- 
ing them. | ‘ 

“T am heart and soul for the reformatory 
school and earnestly desire that the bill 
which is now pending before the finance 
commigee of the house will pass favora- 
bly and will be carried through, thus se- 
curing the appropriation and the school 
which is so badly needed now.” 

Criminal Court Judges Interested. 

Both Judge Candler and Judge Berry are 
interested in the bill which is pending 
before the finance committee. 

Judge Candler, of the superior criminal 
court, has frequently commented upon the 
crying necessity of a school, as he sen- 
-tenced the youthful prisoners from the 
bench. 

“While I was solicitor general and since 
I have been judge,” said he, “‘I have noticel 
that when a boy was sentenced to the 
chaingang for a short term, that he would 
soon be brought before me again on a 
more serious charge. This is invariably 
the case. I may sentence a boy to the 
chaingang on the charge of simple larceny, 
and when his term expires he is brought 
before me on the charge of burglary or 
highway robbery and too often on the 
charge of murder. 

“My experience is that when a boy Is 
sent to the chaingang he is ruined. He is 
thrown with hardened criminals, the very 
a'r he breathes is obnoxious and contam- 
inating and he begins to think that there 
is something heroic in committing crime 
land endeavoring to escape arrest. He 
becomes cynical, hard hearte@’ and in- 
different, he believes the laws are unjust 
and I have found this to be only too true 
in nearly all the cases that have been 
brought before me for an investigation. 


What Judge Berry Says. 

“One of the greatest needs to the state 
at the present time is a juvenile reforma- 
tory school where youthful offenders can 
be sent,’’ says Judge John Berry, of the 
city criminal court. 

“IT am not speaking hastily or without 
due deliberation. Since I have been judge 
of the city court I have seen too many 
eases where boys have been ruined by be- 
ing sent to the chaingane. The fact is 
present, and you cannot get around. It is 
a question that should not be lightly 
passed. It demands serious and thoughtful 
attention. My position is often embarrass- 
ing because of the age of the prisuner. I 
don’t know what to do with the little 
boys. The law says they ere guilty, and 
I musi do something with then. I would 
be glad for the members of the legislature 
to drop in at my court when I am trying 
criminal business and see for themselves 
just what occurs. 

“I sincerely hope the reformatory school 
will be secured, and I am ready to aid in 
any way that I can.” 

The Women Are at Work. 

The Woman's Temperance Union and the 
King’s Daughters are working for the suc- 
cess of the bill, and have been urging its 
introduction for sometime. Some of the 
most prominent women of the state are at 
work, and many letters have been written 


.to members of the house asking for their. 


support in the passage of the bill. 

“The question is hardly debatable,” said 
a lady yesterday, whois interested in the 
school. “There are too many instances 
where a school could have saved juvenile 
criminals. Gyp South began his career 
as a mere boy. He was sent to the chain- 
gang when he should have been in school. 
He was returned a criminal. His evil as- 
sociations ruined: Bim, and today you know 
what he is. 

“Tom Delk began his career of crime 
when he was a mere child. He gradually 
grew worse. Each time he went to the 
penitentiary he came bark worse, and now 
he is under sentence of death for the 
crime of murder. 

“Statistics are the strongest arguments 
that can be given. Look at the criminal 
records of this county and follow the 
course of the boys who beromé convicts. 
Watch the charges increase as they Le- 
come older. It is fearful to contemplate the 
future of some of the boys ‘who begin life 
by serving a term in the penitentiary. 

“Mr. Boifeuillet’s bill will suceeed, be. 
cause it is in the interest.of humanity and 
society. It strikes the hedafFt chords and 
comes home to everybody. Parents are in- 
terested and the boys themselves are

THEY ARE HIS COUSINS 


Mrs. Taylor and Mrs. Hill, of Craw- 
ford, Played with Him in His 
Youth—Working for Him. 


Of all the persons who have interested 
themselves in the matter of securing a 
pardon for Harry Hill, probably none have 
been so earnest and untiring in their ef- 
forts as have been Mrs. Bessie Taylor Hill 
and Mrs. Sallie L. Taylor, both of Craw- 
ford, Ga. These two ladies are first cousins 
of Harry Hill and were his playmates in 
childhood. 

They have been working hard to secure a 
pardon for him for some time, but not until 
lately thhave their efforts met with any 
promise of success. Several times they 
have broached the matter to the prominent 
men of the state, but they have always been 
put off with some excuse. Of late, how- 
ever, their appeals have been met with 
favor. ‘ 

Unaided and alone they have canvassed 
the state, and up to the present time they 
have secured for the petition the names 
of more than a constitutional majority of 
the general asSembly, that is, they have 
secured thirty-two members of the senate 
and over one hundred ‘members of the house 
to sign their application. They have on 
the application the names of every member 
of the penitentiary committee which was 
appointed by the present legislature. 

Apart from this they have letters from 
some of the most prominent and influen- 
tial gentlemen in the senate appealing to 
the governor for clemency in behalf of 
Harry Hill. As is well known, the petition 
for the pardon of Harry Hill was filed with 
the governor on last Saturday, and he will 
consider it at his earliest convenience. This 
morning supplementary papers will be 
filed. 

The two ladies are confident of their 
ultimate success in the matter and speak 
very hopefully. They claim that Harry 
Hill has already suffered as much as he 
should, and as much as the ends of justice 
demand, and their appeal before the gov- 
ernor will be on that line. They are work- 
ing all the harder now that the object 
which they seek seems to be in sight, and 
if Harry Hill is pardoned it is safe to say 
that it will be through the effort of the 
two ladies who have worked so zealously 
in his behalf. 

They have been in the city, stopping at 
the Jackson hotel, some time. 


X RAYS FOUND THE BULLET. 


‘Dr. Quick Lecdtes a Bullet Buried for 


Thirty Years. 

A few days ago Mr. Thomas Cordle, of 
Meriwether. county, subjected himself to 
an experiment which may result in reliev- 
ing him of pain and suffering which he 
has been compelled to undergo for almost 
thirty years. 

During the war Mr. Cordle was shot in 
the calf of his leg. The bullet, he sup- 
posed at the time, passed through the limb, 
and when the wound healed there was 
nothing to indicate that the bullet was still 
in this leg. Some time afterwards, how- 
ever, he began to suffer with pains in the 
limb through which the bullet was sup- 
posed to have passed. It was thought that 
the shock of the bullet caused the pains, 
and they would in time pass away. But 
the pains continued, and for a great length 
of time Mr. Cordle has borne them. His 
leg finally began to get in bad shape, and 
was covered with sores. 

Nothing relieved the pain, and the idea 
of looking for the bullet never occurred to 
the sufferer. For almost thirty years he 
has suffered in this manner. A short while 
ago, however, he read of the X-ray experi- 
ments made by Professor R. W. Quick, of 
the Georgia School of Technology, and de- 
cided to have his leg photographed in order 
to see if the bullet was there. 

The representatives from his county wrote 
to Professor Quick, asking him to make the 
experiment and see if he could find the 
bullet. Their letter was joined by one from 
Governor Atkinson, also asking that the 
- experiment be performgd. A few days ago 
the suffering veteran was taken to the 
School of Technology and an X-ray photo- 
graph taken of ‘his leg. The plate was 
developed last Friday and resulted in show- 
ing that the bullet, which it was thought 
had passed through the limb, was still 
there. 

The photograph also shows that the bone 
in the rear of the main bone of the leg had 
been shattered by the bullet, and was in 
a bad state of decay. It was this decay 
which caused the great pain and the sores. 

Mr. Cordle had stated that if the bullet 
was found he would have it removed at 
once. A well-known surgeon volunteered 
his services, and next Wednesday morning 
the bullet will be removed. It Is thought 
that after the obstruction is taken from the 
limb it will get well and in a short time 
be as Sound as the other one,

Lindsay Reese Attempted To Brain 
| Him with Brickbatse—The 


Negro Escapes. 


W. R. McEachern, a young man twenty- 
five years of age who lives at 41 Hightower 
street, came very near being murdered oy 
Lindsay Reese, a negro, in London's alley, 
near the corner of Piedmont avenue and 
Butler street, Saturday night. 

He was struck with half a dozen brick- 
bats and is now confined to his home, very 
Painfully, if not seriously, injured. His 
head is badly bruised and cut, and he is 
thought to be internally injured, 

It was about 7 o'clock Saturday night 
that McEachern siepped up to the home 
of Kate Reese, a negress who lives in the 
alley, for the purpose of collecting some 
insurance mondy. The collector asked 
the woman for the amount and was told he 
would have to ccme again, that she did 
not have the necessary sum. This seemed 
to anger McEachern, and some very salty 
words followed. 

Lindsay Reese, the woman's gruwr son 
and a man of great strength was standing 
close iby, and without much ado he grabbed 
the wood ax from the fireplace and aimed 
a terrific blow at the collector, but for- 
tunately missed. The negro then laid down 
his deadly weapon and grabbed some bricks 
which he proceeded to use over McEach- 
ern’s head in the most approved fashion. 

The collector fought desperately, but was 
not the negro’s equal physically, and con- 
sequently came out much the worse in the 
Struggle. He happened to be unarmed. or 
there would have been murder. After Reese 
had beaten McEachern to his heart’s con- 
tent he laid down his bricks and walked 
out cf the alley. Officer Doyai arrived on 
the scene a few minutes later and made a 
diligent search for the negro, but without 
success, 

McEachern. was sent to his home in a 
cab. and physicians hastily summoned. 
While his injuries are very painful they are 
not necessarily fatal, and it is thought that 
he will recover. The matter was at first 
reported 47 police headquarters. Saturday 
night and all day yesterday the city was 
scivtred for Reese, but without success. He 
has evidently skipped to parts unknown.

“He issues H.s orders for the upbuilding 
of the kingdom of heaven through Jesus 
Christ, and everyone in Jesus Christ re- 
ceives the message and performs the work 
it enjoins. Just in so far as Christ is real- 
iged among men, just that far does God 
express His will on earth, as it is observed 
in Him.

On 
October 10th the Turks were murdering Ar- 
menians in the suburbs of Armenia when 
several of them succeeded in making their 
escape, and in a little rowboat came along 
side of the English trade steamer Boyne 
and implored Captain Fisher, who was in 
command of the vessel, to take them on 
board and save their lives. 

“He received them into the ship and en- 
tered their names as passengers. In about 


. twenty minutes the Turks, who had been 


‘in pursuit of the Armenians, came aboard 
the steamer and asked Captain Fisher if 
he had any Armenian refugees. He replied 
that he had. The Turks then demanded 
that he give them up and he réfused to do 
so. Aftér sOme hot words the Turks left 
the steamer with the declaration that they 
would return early the next morning and 
that if the Armenians were not then given 
up they would take them by force. 

“So when the Turkish soldiers were well 
out of sight Captain Fisher had one of the 
rowboats lowered and with muffled oars 
made his way a mile down the bay to 
where the big Italian warship was an- 
e@hored. He went on board and related to 
the captain his story and appealed to him 
for protection. The Italian captain replied: 
“Tl am here to protect King Humbert’s sub- 
jects and I will have nothing to do with 
this case.’ 

“Captain ‘Fisher returned to his steamer 
in great distress of mind. He knew that 
the Turks would return the next morning 
and he feared the consequences. So 
through the night he slept but little, but 
had made up his mind to die rather than 
surrender the Armenians on board of his 
ship to the Turks. Early the next morn- 
ing he observed on the horizon the Ameri- 
can flag waving above the Minneapolis, the 
great American warship. 

“He raised the sign of distress and as 
goon as the Minneapolis was near enough 
to him he lowered his boat and made his 
Way to it. Admiral Selfridge was in com- 
mand of the Minneapolis. Captain Fisher 
had an audience with him and related his 
Story, and immediately the American ad- 
mira} had several boats lowered,loaded them 
with blue jackets and commanded them to 
get aboard the Boyne and protect it with 
its Armenian passengers. 

“In the meantime he assured Captain 
Fisher that if the Turks dared to molest 
the English vessel or the Armenians he 
would blow the city of Smyrna out of the 
sea. And the Minneapolis followed the 
steamer Boyne out to sea until she was 
safely away with her refugees from the 
fury of the Turks. Thus the human heart,

“At midnight I started for Mr. Crab- 
tree’s house to see if I could persuade him 
to come ‘and apply the madstone to the 
boy’s sores. Mr. Crabtree said he would 
come, but that the stone had never been 
tried on a case of blood poisoning. Howev- 
er, at daylight we started for my home and 
arrived sat .$20. in. the ,morning. 

“At 9 o'clock the stone was applied to 
the right leg just above the ankle, where 
there were five sores close together. It 
stuck on this place for twenty-four hours 
and was then taken off. After soaking the 
stone for fifteen minutes in salt water he 
applied it to the other leg at the side of the 
knee, where not more than one half the 
surface of the stone could touch the flesh. 
It stuck there for eight hours and then fell 
off of its own accord. The stone was then 
prepared for a third time and tried in four 
different places, but it would not stick. 
“When the stone was removed from the 
sores to which it first stuck there was. ac- 
cumulated under it a substance having 
much the color and consistency of the white 
of an egg. This could be removed easily 
and seemed to be drawn from the sores at 
each application of the stone. 

“The condition of the sores was very 
much changed by the stone. All fever dis- 
appeared and they soon lost all pain and 
sensitiveness. In ‘two days his leg straight- 
ened out for the first time in weeks. He re- 
covered rapidly and has now been going to 
school for a month, as well as he ever 
was. 

“Jt seems strange and I Gan't understand 
it, but there is virtue in the madstone. 
I have thrown many likelier stones at birds 
along the road.’’ 

The stone is a small affair, and has much 
the appearance of an ordinary gravel, ex- 
cept that it is porous and light. it is about 
an inch and a half long and half an inch 
thick. Since it has been in Mr. Crabtree’s 
possession it has been tried in twenty-five 
cases of hydrophobla and snake bite, and it 
has never failed to cure. When applied to 
a wound the stone sticks there without 
support until all-the poison has been re- 
moved. 

This last cure is thought to have consid- 
erable significance, from the fact that it 
is the first case known where blood poison- 
ing has been cured by a madstone. It 
might be used in other cases in which blood 
eruption is the feature. 


BURNING COAL MINES. 


A Disastrous Loss of Fuel in Penn- 
sylvania. 
From The New York Mail and Express. 

In Mercer county, Pennsylvania, the cen- 
ter of the bituminous coal district, there is 
a subterranean fire that has been burning 
continually for twenty-five years. The 
spot is marked by the parched soil and 
jets of smoke issuing from crevices in the 
earth. Fire shoots out of the opening at 
intervals, making a striking picture. A 
stranger unacquainted with the locality 
would, nine chances out of ten, think he 
had discovered a volcano. The subterranean 
fire is caused by the burning of thousands 
of tons of coal, and by test it has been 
proved that the fire will not be extinguish- 
ed until the entire vein of coal is exhausted. 

Twenty-five years ago, when western 
Pennsylvania was flooded with coal specu- 
lators, this vein was located. The coal was 
of fine quality and the vein was claimed to 
be the richest in the district. 

A shaft was sunk and operations began. 
Thousands of tons of coal were mined, and 
the operators realized a small fortune every 
day from~their investment. At the time 
the coal districts were in the zenith of 
seoiarity bands of tramps infested the 
smatl mining towns. They existed mainly 
on the hospitality of the generous farmers. 
Late in the summer of 1871 the mine sus- 
pended operations for about a month, so 
that necessary repairs could be made. Dur- 
ing the month the mine was idle a band of 
tramps encamped in the shaft. One morn- 
ing flames and volumes of smoke were dis- 
covered issuing from the mouth of the 
mine, and the pumps were set to work to 
extinguish the flames. For weeks water 
was kept continually pouring into the mine, 
but it only seemed to add fuel to the 
flames. The effort to quench the fire was 
finally given up as a useless job. The in- 
terior of the mine to this day is a roaring 
and seething mass of flame. The fire is 
supposed to have been the work of the 
tramps, for they could not be found after 
the fire was discovered, Three hundred 
acres of land in the vicinity of the burning 
mine have been rendered practically useless 
for cultivation. The soil is parched and 
dry, and vegetation cannot thrive on it. 

Possibly millions of tons of coal have been 
consumed, together with machinery and 
coal cars. At night, when the flames shoot 
out of.the fissures in the earth; the country 


is itluminated for miles around.

ROADS THEY WILL BE GOOD ON 


Western Roads Take the Issuing of 
Passes from Passenmgdr and 
Freight Agents. 


Some of the roads in the Central Pas- 
senger committee territory have 1,000 mile 
interchangeable tickets on sale and are 
getiing ready to soil 6,000 mile inter- 
changeable tickets, containing @ photo- 
graph of the purchaser. These tickets will 
be scalped right and left just as the 1,000 
mile tickets are handled now by the brok- 
ers. The 6,000 mile tickets will be sold 
for $100. ; 

The tickets will not be issued or handled 
by Chairman Donald, but will be issued and 
sold by the various roads over which they 
are good. 

The tickets will be gcod over the follow 
ing roads: Big Four; Baltimore and Ohio, 
west of Pittsburg; Baltimore and Ohb*e 
Southwestern; Chesapeake and Ohio; Lake 
Shore; Cleveland, Lor'an and Wheeling; 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton; Louis- 
ville; New York, Albany and Chicago, 
Nickel Plate; Columbus, Hooking Valley 
and Toledo; Ohio Southern; Toledo and 
Ohio Central; Evansville and Terre Haute; 
Louisville, Evansville and St, Louis; Indl- 
ana, Decatur and Western; Indiana, Illi- 
noig and lowa; Wabash, Cleveland Ter- 
minal and Valley; Pitsburg and Western, 
and Cincinnati, Jackson and Mackinaw. 
These 6,000 mile tickets will not replace 
the 1,000 mile wide-open tickets, now on 
sale, as both issues will be sold. 

Why it is that the Pennsylvania lines did 
not join with the other roads in the issue 
of these 5,000 mile tickets, as General Pas- 
senger Agent Ford introduced a resolution 
favoring the adoption of’a 5,000 mile inter- 
changeable ticket before the central pas- 
senger committee recently, can only be a 
matter of conjecture at present. 

One thing is eure, and that is the 1,000 
mile interchangeable books without restric- 
tion that are now in use, are being sold at 
a less figure than $20 by some of the 
smaller roads over which they are good, 
Not only this, but mileage is being broken 
out of them and split tickets sold. 


CUTTING DOWN THE PASS LIST. 


Western Presidents and General Man- 
agers Will Issue Passes. 
Chicago, November 29.—Western general 
passenger and freight agents are badly 
worked up over a clause in the new pas- 
senger agreement for 1897, which takes 
away from them the privilege of issuing 
or requesting free transportation, as has 
been the custom for years. Not only this, 
but heretofore it has been left discretion- 
ary with’ them to’ honor requests from 
freight or ticket agents of other roads for 
trip transportation for themselves and de- 
pendent members of their families, and 
under the new agreemem, no such practice 
will be tolerated. Beginning January Ist, 
not only requests for annual or time passes 
proceed from the president, vice president, 
general manager or general superintendent 
of the applicant company, but restriction 
will apply also to trip transportation, and 
this is what has roused the general freight 
and passenger agents to make a decided 

protest. 

Under the rule, one general passenger 
agent cannot request transportation from 
another, and all passbooks heretofore 
given them to,.use according to their dis-. 
eretion, will be withdrawn. After the first 
of the year, when an employe of the freight 
or passenger department wishes a pass 
over a line other than his own, it will be 
the president or general- manager of the 
road who considers the case. 

While the general passenger agents do 
not relish the idea of denying them the 
granting and requesting of passes, it is 
likely any protest they make will avail 
little. The pass agreement was drawn up 
by the presidents on very tight lines and 
they express a determination to see all its 
clauses religiously carried out. 


Car Shops Resume Work. 


The Sierra Madre and Pacific railway, in 
Mexico, has placed orders for 150 box cars, 
seven passenger coaches, a private car and 
three cabooses with the Ohio Falls Car 
Manufacturing Company, at Jeffersonville. 
In consequence of this order and others 
from the states, the company’s car works 
will resume operations next Tuesday with 
400 men. The officials expect to resume full 
operation by January. 


Industrial Commissioner. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa: Fe has 
established an industrial department, to 
be in charge of James A. Davis, with the 
title of industrial commissioner. This new 
department will lend aid to all legitimate 
enterprises which are established in the 
territory along the line of the Santa Fe 
system. It will also be the duty of this 
department to inquire into the rates neces- 
Sary to foster industries in the different 
sections, Commissioner Davis is to Keep 
in touch with investors and aid them in 
Securing money for enterprises which will 
aid in the development of the country. 


A Victory for Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan’s hand controlled 
the election of Boston’s West End street 
railway last week. Mr. ‘Morgan is not in 
the board himself, but it is understood that 
he seid who should he elected. This com- 
pany is one cf the best paying railway 
properties in the country, its preferred 
Stock getting 6 per cent and its common 
stock receiving 7 per cent a year. 

Mergan and Kidder Peabody & Co,. of 
Bostor, own a charter for an elevated road 
in Boston, and with this as a weapon, they 
brcught the West End company to terms. 


Improvements at Louisville. 

The Illinois Central has bought an entire 
block east of the union depot at Louisville, 
and is negotiating for anothér large piece 
of prcperty adjacent. It is the purpose of 
the Illinois Central to use the property 
which it is after for a freight depot and 
yard, though a small part of it near the 
union passenger station may be reserved 
for a coach yard. The ultimate intention 
of the company is to force’ the four roads 
which are not using it to come in. 


Railroad in New Hands.

ty, has taken hold of the Opelika and Au- 
burn railway and is going to put it in first- 
class condition.

RAILWAY TRAINMEN CONVENE. 


Mass Meeting Is Held in St. Louis 
and Speeches Are Made. 

St. Louis, Mo., November 9.—A mass: 
meeting of railway trainmen was held here 
this afternoon and evening at Druid’s hall. 
The meeting was called by the five local 
lodges of the Brotherhood of Ratroad 
Trainmen: 

W. C. Pierce, secretary of the Trackmen’s 
Union, presided and explained that the 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss the 
feasibility of uniting all organized bodies 
of railroad workmen, : 

Second Vice President Grand Master T. R. 
Dodge, of Chicago, was the first speaker. 
He advocated a general union not (for 
strikes and boycotts, but to secure the 
compulsory arbitration and the enactment 
of laws tending to better the workers. 

Lee Mertwether, state labor commission- 
er of Missouri, made a stirring ten minutes’ 
speech that aroused five hundreé@ auditors. 
Others made short addresses and the meet- 
ing took a recess. 

Upon the reassembling’ at 7:30 p. m. 
Chairman Pierce called for short experience 
talk. A committee of one from each of the 
five branches of the-¢rainmen’s bréther- 
hood was appointed to meet any author- 
ized body of railway workers to work upon 
a plan of union.

Thieves Get in Their Work in Two 
Places Saturday Night. 


WHOLESALE STORE ENTERED 


Outlaws Escape with Good Booty. 
Residence on Butler Street 
7 Burglarized. 


Two daring burglaries were reported to 
the police yesterday, which occured in the 
city Saturday night. One the detectives 
investigated, caught the thief and recov- 
ered the goods. 


The first was at the wholesale store of 
J. J. & J. E. Maddox, on East Alabama 
street. The burglars are supposed to have 
entered about midnight Saturday night, 
while the police watches were changing. 

An entrance was effected through the 
rear door leading into the basement. The 
thieves prized off two heavy iron bolts from 
the doors and secured easy access to the 
large stock of goods on the second floor. 

Just the amount of the loss cannot be as- 
certained, as the large stock of goods in 
the store prevents a correct estimate of 
what is missing. The firm believe, however, 
the thieves secured several hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of goods in oranges, nuts and 
fireworks. 

Officer Hollis, who went on duty on that 
beat after midnight, walked to the rear 
door and discovered the robbery. He re- 
ported the matter at once and a thorough 
investigation was made, but no clew to the 
guilty parties could be found. 

This is not the first time this store has 
been burglarized in the same manner. 

About a month ago Officer Hollis caught 
two negroes in the establishment. They 
were convicted and sent to the chaingang 
for six months. They had stolen several 
boxes of soap and the stolen goods were 
all recovered. 

Burglar Had a Key. 

Sometime Saturday night a burglar en- 
tered the residence of Mr. W. Taylor, at 65 
South Butler street, and escaped with 
about fifty dollars’ worth of jewelry and 
various household articles. 

The negro had a key to the rear door of 
the house. Just how he secured it is a 
mystery. He entered the door leading into 
the kitchen and ransacked several rooms 
without being detected, notwithstanding 
several of the family were asleep in the 
front rooms. 

The loss was reported yesterday morning 
to Chief Slaughter and he detailed Detec- 
tives Wooten and Barrett on the case. 
Within two hours the officers had found 
the burglar at his home in an alley near 
Capitol avenue, where the stolen booty was 
secreted. 

The negro gave his name as Charles 
White. He was placed under arrest and 
was soon reclining behind the bars at the 
Station house, 

A warrant will be sworn out for him to 
day and he will be prosecuted to the full- 
est extent of the law. 

As a result of the efficient work of At- 
lanta’s detectives and policemen co 
tively few burglaries have been committed 
within the last few days. Most of the out- 
laws are now locked in the chaingang and 
further depredations will not commence 
until their time is out. 


FIRST AMERICAN SETTLEMENT. 
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Memorial Erected at Old Fort Haleigh 
on Roanoke Island. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 29.—Yesterday 
a memorial was erected on the site of old 
Fort Raleigh on Roanoke island in Dare 
county, to commemorate the first English 
settlement in America. It was erected un- 
der the auspices of the Roanoke Colony 
Memorial Association. The base is of North 
Carolina granite and the tablet of Virginia 
granite. The tablet bears the following 
inscription: 

“On this site, in August, 1585, the colonists 
sent from England by Sir Walter Raleigh 
— the fort called the New fort in Vir- 

nia.’’ 

The colonists were the first settlers of 
the English race in America. They | re- 
turned to England in July, 1586, with Sir 
Francis Drake. Here was born on the 18th 
of August, 1587, Virginia Dare, the first 
child of English parents born in America, 
the daughter of Ananias Dare and Eleanor 
White, his wife, memebers of another 
of colonists sent out by Sir Walter Ral- 
eigh in 1587.

“I am ied to do so chiefly® correct a 
false impression which I feel @fe has been 
created in Georgia by the @aracter of 
the ‘advertisement ef the Agurn-Georgia 
zame Thureday, and the re@it of that 
game. The placard announg@ something 
like the following: ‘Auburn ¥s. Georgia, 
for Championship of the Now, if 
this was simply for effect t@imcrease the 
attendance, to those who @erstand it 
that way it was a legitimele advertise- 
ment. But to the crowd @#ho attended 
the.game and the thousandgwho read of 
it through the columns of ThéeConstitution, 
it appears that Auburn and Georgia really 
contended with each other omthe gridiron 
Thursday for the champieship of the 
south, and that as a result@f that game 
the University of Georgia BOW has the 
best, the champion footballteam in the 
south. Unless Virginia, the mother of 
the southern states,-be not considered in 
ihe south, there is not the @ightest foun- 
dation for such a claim. Amit is on this 
hypothesis alone that the Georgia players, 
or others for them, can havéeany such pre- 
tension, an hypothesis which their eagerness 
and local college and state pre may easily 
and not unnaturally lead the Georgia ad- 
herents to admit, but whith would be a 
strange, unnatural and newd@eparture from 
an established order and entirely misleading 
to the present public as to the facts. There 
is no disputing the fact thatthe University 
of Georgia has an excellent team this year;

COURT MERTS TODAY | 


Judge Candler Will Hold Criminal Court 
This Morning. 


MANY CASES TO COME UP 


Grand Jury Has Been Active and the 
Jail Is Crowded with Prisoners 
Awaiting Trial. 


The criminal branch of the superior court 
will be in session this week, and at half- 
past 8 o’clock this morning all the prison- 
ers in the jail will be carried before Judge 
Candler, and the cases will be set for trial. 

It is not known what case will be tried 
first, as the docket has not been announced 
for the week. A number of murder cases 
will be taken up, and on the docket is a 
large number of felony and misdemeanor 
cases, consisting of larceny, car break- 
ing, burglar and other crimes. 

The grand jury has been especially Busy 
since the criminal court adjourned a little 
more than a week ego, and the number of 
true bills that have been returned is un- 
usually large. Saturday the grand jury 
was in session and twenty true bills were 
found, one of the bills being against three 
negroes who ure charged with the murder 
of Mr. Waters, the voung butcher who was 
found dead in a branch near the old wa- 
terworks. 

Judge Candler returned from [trwin coun- 
ty last Friday afternoon, and will be on 
hand this morning to conduct the criminal 
court of Fulton county for the week. The 
session will be very busy, as the fall term 
of the superior court is nearing an end, 
and there are yet many cases to be inves- 
tigated. The jail is crowded with prisoners 
and Judge Candler will make an effort to 
try every case possible before the adjourn- 
ment of the present term, so that only as 
few as are absolutely necessary will have 
to remain in jail until the next term. 

It is quite possible that Judge Candler will 
hold another week of court after this week, 
which will give him an opportunity to in- 
vestigate nearly all of the indictments that 
have been returned by the grand jury. He 
has already saved the county several thou- 
sand dollars on ac@eount of speedy trials, 
and he hopes to cut down the expenses of 
the criminal branch of the superior court 
to a much lower figure than he at first 
thought was possible. A number of pris- 
oners are expected to plead guilty this 
morning when court opens, and they will 
be speedily sentenced and transferred to 
the chaingang and penitentiary, as the case 
may be. 

One week from this morning the city crim- 
inal court will be called to order by Judge 
John Berry and quite a number of cases 
will be disposed of. Judge Berry an- 
nounces that he hopes to clear the jail of 
all prisoners before the end of the year, 
and it is quite probable that he will hold 
tWo daily sessions of this court in order to 
accomplish this. 

Judge Candler’s court will meet this 
morning at half-past 8 o'clock, and will be 
in session until 5 o’clock, with the excep- 
tion of a half hour at the dinner hour. Sev- 
eral hours will be consumed this morning 
in arranging the criminal docket and se- 
curing a jury. 


BRUNSWICK NEEDS DEFENSE. 
Coast in Southeast Georgia Open to 
Any Assault.

Rothman and her husband had 
apartments. The condition of the room 
Biaave every evidence of a ‘French leave,”’ 
it is said. Trunks were  half-packed, 
clothes were lying  helter-skelter and a 
dray was standing at the front door. 

Miss Irwin took in the situation at a 
glance. The madam attempted to explain 
the situation, but failed in the opinion of 
Miss Irwin. The latter summoned an 
officer. Policeman Boon responded and he 
was ushered into the madam’s appart- 
ments with instructions to hold both of 
them until the proper papers could be 
sworn out. 

The policeman’s vigil was for fourteen 
long hours. The madam and her husband 
plead in vain to be released, but the officer 
was firm. The dressmaking establishment 
had finished a handsome toilet Monday 
afternoon, for which Mme. Rothman had 
collected the bill of $30. Furthermore she 
had sold out the manicure department to 
Mrs. Dr. Leatherman Monday afternoon 
for $100, $30 of which was paid down. Miss 
Irwin was ignorant of this, notwithstand- 
ing the furniture belonged to her, it is 
said.

BOTH ARE ACTIVE OFFICERS 


Colonel Thomas’s First Official Act 
Here Will Be To Ofificiate at 
the Wedding. 


Tuesday morning Colonel Thomas Hol- 
land, second in power in tie Salvation 
Army of the United States, will arrive in 
Atlanta, where he is to make his future 
home. Tuesday evening Colonel Holland 
will perform his first official act here by 
performing the ceremony uniting In mar- 
tiage Captain William S. Quirk, who now 
has charge of the Atlanta army, and Cap- 
tain Ainie Harrison, who has been an of- 
ficer in the local army for some time. 

With the coming of Colonel Holland to 
this city the Salvation Army movement 
in the south will be given a new impetus. 
This city will be made southern headquar- 
ters, Colonel Holland being in command of 
the army in all of the southern states. 

And not only is the movement to be 
pushed with greater energy now that the 
south is given the seccnd man in power, 
but new lines of work are to be inaugurat- 
ed. Beginning right here in Atlanta @ ne- 
gro corps will be organized to be run en- 
tirely separate from the white army just 
as negro and white churches are conducted. 

Negro Armies To Be Organized. 

It has long been thought by leading men 
in the army in the north that there was @ 
great work to be done among the negroes 
in the southern cities. The officers of the 
army have often discussed the idea of put- 
ting men in the field to organize negro 
corps in the large cities of the south, and 
this will be a part of Colonel Holland’s 
work. The negro armies will have noth- 
ing whatever to do with the white armies, 
They will have their own leaders, bands and 
uniforms, and their sole relation to the 
regular white armies will be that their 
work will be carried along on the same 
lines, the negro corps working among the 
lowly of the negro race. 

There has been much conjecture as to 
whether a negro army could be organized 
and maintained. Colonel Holland will get 
to work shortly after he establishes head- 
quarters here and see what can be done 
on that line. If he is successful he will go 
to other southern cities and organize armies 


| among the negroes. This is what Captain 


Quirk said last night about Colonel Hol- 
land’s plans. 

The Salavtion Army is to be advanced 
in the south on every line of work. Colonel 
Holland takes up southern headquarters 
with the purpose in view to make the 
southern armies compare favorably with 
the northern armies. He will inaugurate 
new lines of work for the southern armies, 
work that is being done in the large north- 
ern cities, ; 

For instance, he will establish food and 
shelter houses in the large southern cities. 
With the exception of Louisville there is 
very ilttle of this kind of work done by 
southern armies. The rescue work will be 
pushed more than ever before and more 
corps are to be organized in cities in every 
southern state. 

Corps will be organized in Macon, Augus- 
ta, Savannah and other Georgia cities. 
There are now only two corps in this state 
—Atlanta and Columbus. In other states 
corps will be organized under the supervis- 
ion of Colonel Holland, who will travel all 
over the south. 


Who Captain Holland Is. 
Colonel Holland is a man of about forty 
years. He has been in the Salvation Army 
for a number of years, and has been one 
of the most useful officers. His work for 
the army in Canada, where he was for- 
merly commander, has built up the Canada 
army wonderfully. He is a great organizer 
and worker. Being a man of high re- 
spectability he has found co-operation, 
which has helped him in building up the 
army everywhere he has been in charge. 

Next to Booth Tucker, who is comman- 
der-in-chief of the United States «army, 
Colonel Holland is first in power in the 
army. His title is colonel, and while they 
have two other colonels, Colonel Holland 
is higher in power than the other colonels 
of the army. : 

Colonel Holland will reside at No. 102 
West Pine street. After a few days head- 
quarters for him will be secured up town. 
He has a wife and three little children. 

The marriage of Captain Quirk and Cap- 
tain Annie Harrison Tuesday evening will 
be quite an event among the members of 
the army in Atlanta. The marriage cere- 
mony will be performed by Colonel Holland 
at the Young Men’s Christian Association 
building in the presence of the local corps.

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COPS HAVE 


Negro Gamblers Pulled by the Connty 
Force Yesterday. 


NEGROES FIGHT WITH BRICKS 


They Resist Arrest and a Fierce En- 
counter Ensues—Several Of- 
| cers Hurt. 


Six of the county officers under com- 
mand of Chief Verner had a desperate 
encounter with five negro gamblers at 
Collins brickyard out Marietta strec@ at 
noon yesterday. As a result three of the 
officers are nursing bruised heads and all 
the negroes are more or less seriously in- 
jured. 

Early yesterday morning the dusky gam- 
blers assembled at the yards for a game, 
They huddled close together in one corner 
of one of the brick kilns, where they 
thought they would be out of sight, and 
began their fun. There were over a dozen 
in the party, and they were in for a 
whole day’s sport. 

About 11 o'clock a citizen who lives in 
that vicinity heard the “negroes as they 
quarreled over the jackpots, and at once 
reported them to the county police. Chief 
Verner summoned five of his men and 
prepared for a raid. 

The officers arrived at the scene of the 
game about 122 o’clock. The negroes were 
ignorant of the fact that they were sur- 
rounded until one of the offigers entered 
the kiln. All were seated on the ground 
clumsily huddled over a deck of soiled 
cards and a pile of nickels. 

A Storm of Bricks. 

As soon as the gamblers caught sight of 
the officers there was a wild scramble. 
The negroes were defermined they would 
mot surrender unless they were compelled 
to. Each grabbed an armful of bricks and 
hurled the missiles at the officers. 

Many of the bricks went true to their 
mark, For several minutes the small in- 
terior of the brick kiln was the scene of 
fierce fighting. The officers used their billy 
sticks and the negroes clubs and stones. 

Finally the officers drew their pistols and 
immediately the gang surrendered, and 
laid down their weapons. Fortunately none 
of them were armed or there would have 
undoubtedly been some one killed. 

After hostilities had ceased, Officer Mills 
was discovéred to be very painfully in- 
jured. He had been struck on the side of 
the head with a brick, cutting an ugly 
gash. He is still able, however, to attend 
to his duties. 

Officer Shepherd was alsO among the 
list*‘of the wounded and sustained several 
severe cuts and bruises from follisions 
with bricks. Nearly all the negroes are 
decorated with cuts and bruises from the 
officers’ billy sticks. 

A patrol wagon was hastily summoned 
and the quintet locked behind the bars at 
the station house on the charge of gam- 
ing. They gave their names as Sam Smith, 
Dick Alexander, Ed Thomas, Jim Jackson 
and Hudson Butler. 

The officers who were in the raid were 
Shepherd, Verner, Bradley, Connolly, Mills 
and Turner. Warrants will be sworn out 
against the gamblers this morning and they 
will be prosecuted to the fullest extent of 
the law.
